Washington, February 27.—(Special.)—The 
democrats of the house of representatives, 
in caucus tonight, adopted a set of resolu- 


tions defining the party’s position on the 


territorial question, which they will use, 


every possible means to have adopted by 


congress. If they fail in their efforts to 


gecure action, this resolution will never- 
theless have the effect of defining the po- 


gition of the party on this question, as 


well as any action could define it, and 


will be taken as the official statement of 
the party’s position. That was the purpose 
for which the caucus was held and the 
man who was chiefify instrumental in 
bringing about this result is Congressman 
Howard, of the eighth district of Georgia. 
Ever since the McEnery resolution reached

LIPSCOMB MUST SERVE TIME. 


Mississippi Supreme Court Rencaers 
Decision in Case. 

Jackson, Miss., February 27.—The famous 
Lipscomb poison case of Kemper county 
was affifmed in the supreme court this af- 
ternoon and the defendant, Dr. W. H. Lips- 
comb, is now doomed to spend the remain- 
der of his life in the penitentiary unless 
the governor sholl grant him a pardon, 
which is not thought probable. This is the 
second tinfe the case has been before the 
supreme court. 3 

The first &appeal was from a death sen- 
tence adjudged by the lower court and the 
case was reversed on a technicality. The 
secofid trial resulted in a life penalty being 
imposed. 

Lipscomb was convicted of poisoning one 
Charles T. Stewart for the purpose of get- 
ting the benefit of the insurance on Stew- 
art's life. Lipscomb was a practicing phy- 
s‘cian of prominence and was highly con- 
nected. He was indicted jointly with Guy 
Jack, also a prominent citizen, Stewart 
was a poor employee of Guy Jack and 
Jack had Stewart's life highly insured for 
his own benefit. In his dying declaration 
Stewart said that Lipscomb had poisoned 
him with a capsule and that Guy Jack hired 
him to do it, 


N In the opinion of the court this evening 


the court sustained the lower court through- 
out and affirms the judgment condemning 
Lipscomb to life imprisonment.

MR. KIPLING IS IMPROVING. | 


MIDNIGHT BULLETIN SHOWS THE 
AUTHOR A SHADE BETTER. 


Physicians Decline To Give Any Hope- 
ful Predictions, but Are Not 
Without Hope. ‘ 


New York, February 23—The latest bul- 
letins of Drs. Janeway and Dunham last 
night indicate that the condition of Rud- 
yard Kipling is slightly improved: 

Mrs. Kipling went out for a drive shortly 
before 6 o’clock last night. Although very 
pale and tired, she looked greatiy relieved, 
and other relatives and friends of the 
family gathered at the Grenoble hotel seem- 
ed to believe that the danger point had 
been passed. - 

It was said that the patient had had no 
convulsions during the day, and that there 
was no fear of meningitis. The heart was 
weak, but digitalis strengthened it well. 

At 12:30 o’clock this morning Drs. Jane- 
wayway and Dunham gave out the follow- 
ing bulletin: 

Mr. Kipling is, at the last report, 
holding his own. The advent of a 
crisis may be delayed, as the infiam- 
mation has developed in the upper 
portion of the lungs, while a part orig- 
inally affected had nearly. resolved. 
The severity of the disease during the 
past few days has been due to the ad- 
vance of the inflammation upward, 
while the parts originally affected 
were not yet available for respiration.

FILIBUSTERS GO SOUTHWARD. 


EXPEDITION FROM KANSAS CITY 
GOES .TO NICARAGUA, 


The Party Numbered 150 and Seem To 
Expect Fighting When Desti- 
nation Is Reached. 


Kansas City, Mo., Februaty 27.—The first 
detachment of the filibustering expedition 
organized here for an invasion of ntral 
America left Kansas City at 10:20 o'clock 
tonight. The soldiers of fortune numbered 
about 150 and were provided for in four 
special coaches which were attached to 
the regular south-bound passenger traip 
on the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Mem- 
phis road. 


William G. Thompson, former captain of * 


company D, Fifth Missouri volunteers, was 
in command. On the same train as regular 
passengers were Captain George P. Whit- 
sett, late of company G, Fifth Missouri 
volunteers; Captain A. M. Casey, late of 
company M, Third Missouri, and T. A. 
Whitten, a lawyer who has been active 
in recruiting the adventurers. The filibus- 
ters expect to take ship at Mobile or 
New Orleans, though on this point the 
majority of them have not fully. advised, 
and at the port of embarkation they ex- 
pect to be joined by other detachments 
from St. Louis, Chicago and other cities. 

It is now known beyond question that 
the men composing this expedition expect 
to see fighting in Central America. Re- 
ports as to their destination have been con- 
flicting, both Guatemala and Honduras hav- 
ing been mentioned, but men who are lead- 
ers in the adventure have secretly inform- 
ed their friends that the real destination 
is Nicaragua. The men enlisting have 
been assured that the invaders have good 
backing and have been told that capi- 
talists of national prominence are furnish- 
ing the money to equip, transport and arm 
the expedition. Whatever the destination, 
the men are said to have been promised 
rich rewards in lands and concessions. 

T. A. Whitten, a lawyer who has been 
active in organizing the companies here and 
who left with the men tonight, declared 
today that the mien had been hired to work 
on a railroad. 

Major Warner, United States district at- 
torney, and United States Marshal Durham 
investigated the affair today, but when the 
band started south tonight both declared 
that they had discovered nothing to war- 
rant the arrest of the alleged invaders. 
They have advised the Washington author- 
ities fully. Dr. R. E. Heath, consul here 
for Honduras, has also notified his govern- 
ment and the Honduran consul at New 
Orleans of the movement. 


FILIBUSTERS WILL BE STOPPED. 


Expedition to Honduras Will Find 
United States Marshals on Hand.

' New York, February #7.—Roland Burn- 
\ham Molineaux, son of @éneral Leslie Mol- 
‘ineaux, of Brooklyn, was arrésted tonight 
charged with murdering Mrs, Katherine J. 
Adams in this city on December 28, 1898.’ 
He was locked up in thé Tombs prison. 

The arrest followed the verdict of the 
coroner’s jury, accusing him of the crime. 
While the inquest was into the death of 
Mrs. Adams, it also went into the circum- 
stances of the death of Henry C. Barnet, 
of the Knickerbocker Athletic Club, who 
was poisoned by a powder received through 
the mail, as was Mrs. Adams. The cases 
are s0 closely connected that they can 
searcely be considered separately. 

The proceedings of the final day of the 


inquest were sensatiowge “nthe highest’. 


degree. ~The case had @ragged along mo- 
notonously, witnesses being examined for 
the sole purpose, it seemed, of contradict- 
ing Harry Cornish’s testimony in minor 
details or of eliciting suggestions as to 
a motive that might have led Cornish to 
commit the crime. The newspapers from 
the beginning had stuck to Molineaux as 
the person most. suspected, but the pros _- 
cuting officials apparently never harbored 
such a thought? The examiner was kind 
and gentle when Molineaux was on the 
stand; gruff and severe when dealing with 
Cornish. 

The eurtain rose on the last act of the 
melodrama this afternoon, A shopkeeper 
who rented private letter boxes swore ‘pos- 
itively that Molineaux was his patron, 
using the name of ‘“H,. C. Barnet.” It 
Was proved long ago that the bottles of 
medicine had been sent to that letter box. 

Handwriting Experts Convict. 

Then the handwriting experts were called 
anid one after another declared that the 
hand that wrote the address on the poison 
package and forged the names‘of Harry 
Cornish and H. C. Barnet to letters sent to 
drug firms ordering powder medicines was 
the hand of Roland B. Molineaux. The 
experts were absolutely certain in their 
identification of the penmanship and would 
make no qualifications of their state- 
ments, 

District Attorney Gardiner then summed 
up the case, directly accusing Molineaux. 
He defended his office from criticism, Bay- 
ing that a consistent policy had been fol- 
lowed and that a complete case hag now 
been made out against Molineaux. He 
reviewed the circumstantial evidence and 
declared the motive and the commission 
of the crime had now been made plain. 

Roland B. Molineaux sat and listened to 
the testimony of the handwriting experts 
Without betraying any Nervousness at all. 
Not so with his father, however. General 
Molineéaux scemed almost on the Verge of 
collapse during the better part of the hear- 
ing. ’ 

It was just 4:35 o’clock when District 
Attorney Gardiner arose and announced 
that all the evidence in the hands of the 
people had been given and he faced the 
jury and begun to sum up the case. He 
explained to the jury the reasons for the 
delay in bringing the case to an investiga- 
tion, saying that it Was Necessary to de- 
termine whether Mrs. Adams had in real- 
ity died of poison. Prof*ssor Wilthaus did 
discover poison in the contents of the bot- 
tle an@ as it was possible for the district 
attorney’s office to gO ahead with the 
inquest it @id so. ' 


“In consequence of the publicity the case 
was given,” continued Mr. Gardiner, ‘‘cer- 
tain persons became suspicious and were 
put on their guard. Certain methods had, 
therefore, to be adopted to disarm svus- 
picion. The first witness who was placed 
on the stand, Cornish, was mide to sus- 
pect that he was the guilty party, and the

MAY BURN NEGRO AT STARE. 


RACE WAR FOLLOWS A CRIME IN 
AREKAN SAS . 


Mob Trying To Secure a Prisoner, of 
Whom Short Work Will Be 
’ Made. _ 

Little Rock, Ark., February 27.—News 
has just reached here from Hope, Ark., 
of an assault by a negro upon a young 
white woman at that place this afternoon. 

An attempt. to lynch the negro resulted 
in a race riot. At a late hour tonight the 
whites were preparing to burn the culprit 
at the stake. 

The negro’s name is Morris Pennington. 
He was arrested and as it was evident to 
the authorities that an attempt would be 
made to lynch him, about twenty-five ex- 
tra policemen were sworn in. The negroes 
of the town became riotous and trouble 
between them and the officers occurred. 
At midnight it is reported that Penning- 
ton is in charge of a mob who intend to 
burn him at the stake. This news was 
brought here by passengers arriving on 
the midnight train. Both telegraph of- 
fices and the long distance telephone are 
shut down for the night and news of the 
result is not now obtainabl>. The victim 
of the negro’s cruelty was a young woman 
twenty-four years old and was but re- 
cently married. 


PET STRAHAN MAY GO FREE. 


COURT ADJOURNS BECAUSE OF 
MAHON’S ABSENCE. 


All Efforts To Locate Prosecutor Have 
Failed and Juige Declares Him 
in Contempt of Court. 


New York, February 27.—(Special.)—The 
jury in the Pet Strahan case was completed 
today, but the court was compelled to ad- 
journ the case because of the absence of 
Martin Ma‘hon, the principal witness for the 
prosecution. Subpoena servers have been 
trying to find Mahon for a week, but up 
to date they have not been able to put thefr 
hands on him, and the judge today declared 
that he is in contempt of court. 

There is now no-doubt that Mahon has 
skipped New York to avoid appearing as 
Pet Strahan’s prosecutor. 

The district attorney said in the court- 
house today that a man ‘had registered at a 
Philadelphia hotel as' Martin Mahoney, and 
that he had given orders at the hotel not to 
be disturbed. When the district attor- 
ney’s office telephoned to Philadelphia, how- 
ever, it was ascertained that Mahoney had 
gone from there suddenly. It is believed 
he has gone to Washington.

CUBANS FACE AMERICAN GUNS. 


HARRISON’S PROVOST GUARD AR- 
REST BAND OF INSURGENTS. 


Attempt To Rescue Is Cut Short by 
United States Soldiers Un- 
der Arms.

Havana, February 27.—The owners of the 
Toledo plantation, near Marianao, com- 
plained to General Fitzhugh Lee recently 
that Cuban soldiers carried away tons of 
sugar cane every day for the purpose of 
eating it. Major Russell B. Harrison, the 
provost marshal, with a guard of twenty- 
five men, went to the plantation yesterday, 
caught fifty Cubans and disarmed them. 
A number of others escaped. 

As the provost guard was marching back 
above five hundred Cuban soldiers came 
running over the hill brandishing their 
rifles. Major Harrison believed that a res- 
cue was intended and he aligned his men 
and ordered them to load their rifles. He 
then directed a Spanish-talking soldier to 
tell the Cubans that they must not come 
any nearer or else he would shoot. Fol- 
lowed by a crowd of Cubans, Major Harri- 
son and the prisoners marched to the 
headquarters of General Rodriguez, the 
Cuban commander, to whom the prisoners 
were transferred, the major taking a re- 
ceipt for them. 

The American military authorities t:eat 
the Cuban soldiers as though they belonged 
to a foreign army, not punishing them in 
the civil courts, but committing them to 
the justice of their own commanders. 

Colonel Durbin, of the One Hundred and 
Sixty-first Indiana regiment, has sent a 
protest to the war department againat prac- 
tice marches, alleging that they are hurtful 
to the health of the’ men. A battalion of 
the North Carolina regiment, which 
marched last week, has as many sick men 
on the list as the two other battalions which 
did not march. The sickness in the bat- 
talion is attributed to the practice marches. 


MILES DISAPPROVES VERDICT. 


Two Florida Privates Are Restored to 
Rank and Duty. 

Washington, February 27.—By command 
of Major General Miles, the findings and 
sentences in the cases of Privates J. L. 
Beverly and Harold F. Mulligan, company 
G, First Florida volunteer infantry, have 
been disapproved on the ground that the 
offense for which they were convicted was 
“excusable homicide in defense of a 
brother whose life was in imminent dan- 
er.” 
* Roth of these men were convicted of con- 
duct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline and sentenced to dis- 
honorable discharge with forfeiture of all 
pay and allowances. Beverly was, in addi- 
tion, sentenced to three years’ confinement 
at hard labor. : 

The action of the reviewing officers op- 
erates to restore them to rank and duty.

WILLFUL MURDER SAYS VERDICT 


Constable Who Shot Mrs. Stuaft Is 
Held for the Crime. 

Columbia, 8. C., February 27.—The coro- 
ner’s inquest was held today over the body 
of Mrs. John M. Stuart, the woman killed 
by Dispensary Constable Crawford: Satur- 
day night, and the verdict rendered was 
that the deceased came to her death from 
“a gunshot wound, inflicted by the hand of 
one W. R. Crawford, wilfully and mali- 
cilously, and that Joe Dorn, J. C. Dorn, J. 
B. Cooly and J, B. Coleman are accessories 
to the crime.’’ 


MISSISSIPPI DESPERADO KILLED. 


Two Timbermen Shoot a Double Mur- 
derer to Death. ’ 
Belen, Miss., February 27.—Will Hoops, a 
desperate character, has been shot and 
killed while resisting arrest for murder. 
A few months ago Hoops killed a man 
named McDonald, and last Thursday an- 
other named T. J. Rush, the latter in his 


own home. 

Two timbermen named Sutton and Thur- 
man attempted to make the arrest, but 
Hoops advanced on them with an ax and 
was shot twice, the second bullet causing 
instant death, 


MAY FIGHT IN FRENCH GUIANA. 


French Troops Have Gone To Meet a 
Body of Brazilians. 

Kingston, Jamaica, February 27.—Further 
advices from Cayenre, capital of French 
Guiana, say that additional French troops 
have been dispatched to Counanl becaus: 
the governor received information that a 
strong body of Brazilians was proceeding 
up the river. It is presumed the French 
troops went to meet them. 

Every effort is being madé to suppress 
oflicial news about the situation between 
the bellicose commissioners and their 
forces, but private advices received from 
fugitive settlers say that the present stafe 
of affairs is due to thé Brazilians who at- 
tacked the Frenchmen and forced the lat- 
ter to act in self cefense after a hot dis- 
pute .between the commissioners from 
which the Brazilians hastily withdrew an4 
removed to their camp.

General Consults with President About 
Volunteer Forces. 
Washington, February 27.—Major General 
Wheeler called at the war department to- 
day with a suggestion looking to the utill- 
zation of the troops to be added to the army 
under the terms of the pending reorganiza- 
tion bill in the regular establishment in- 
stead of the volunteer branch. The com- 
promise measure permits the president to 
recruit such portion of 35,000 volunteers to 
be added to the regular army in time of 
emergency from the natives of the islands 
of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines, 

as he may elect. 

General Wheeler urges that these men 
can be brought to a much higher state of 
efficiency ana be made of greater value to 
the military establishment if incorporated 
in the regular army than if fn the volun- 
teer branch. 

The status of General Wheeler himself 
is said to be such that he must take some 
action toward choosing again between the 
army and congress within a few days. It 
is believed at the war department that 
if he retains his army commission until 
afternoon on the 4th of March he will for-

QUAYS TRIAL IS 
AGAIN POSTPONED 


Prosecution Creates a Surprise by 
Asking for a Continuance, 


DEFENDANT OBJECTS STRONGL 


Both Sides Were Present When the Case 
Was Called in Court: 


SHMTOR EXPRESSES GREAT SURPIS 


intimations Are Made by the Com- 
monwealth That the Jury Panel 
Has in Some Way Been 
Tampered with by 
Some One. 


Philadelphia, Febraury 27.—Political cir: 
cles were shaken to the center by the un- 
expected postponement of the Quay trial 
today and there is speculation in every 
quarter as to the causes which brought it 
about. There is little doubt that both sides 


were ready td go on. 

Both parties were on hand and every- 
thing was apparently in readiness when 
District Attorney Rothermet arose and 
asked Judge Beitler to postpone the trial 
“because the commonwealth was not 
ready.’’ As soon as the sensation caused 
by this announcement had subsided Messrs. 
Shiélds and Shapley, counse¢) for Senator 
Quay and his “son, put in a vigorous pro- 
test against further delay, but the court 
granted the request and fixed April 10th for 


the trial. 

When questioned afterwards the district 
attorney declined to give any reason for 
the postponement, but added that he sub- 
mitted the entire subject to Judge Beitler 
before making the application and the 
judge had approved the reasons. He add- 
ed. \significantly that the postponement 
was a duty to the commonwealth, 

Senator Quay’s’ counsel had this to say: 
“The fact of the. matter is that there is 
nothing whatever in the case. Our ex- 
perts haxe examined the books and docu- 
ments. They -are. mutilated, false and a 
fraud upon their: faces. .We-age preparéd - 
to prave coyclusively that the entries im- 
plicating Senator Quay and his son weré 
made six months before the alleged con- 
spiracy had been consummated and the 
fruits, if any, had been reaped. The com- 
monwealth must admit this. Their own ex- 
perts wil] testify to it. We are confident 
that there is not a judge on the bench 
today who would not, under the evidence 

available, order the jury to acquit.” 

Senator Quay declined to say anything 
about the case except to express his dis- 
appointment at the. delay, but Senator 
P.nrose made a statemnt tonight in which 
he says among other: things: 

“T am not surprised at the outcome of 
Senator Quay’s case. Every one who has 
known the facts of this controversy has 
realized that the prosecution has been the 
outcome of one of the most villanious po- 
litical conspiracies ever entered into to de- 
stroy a public man. The conspiracy was 
conceived upon the day when the People’s 
bank failed and was carefully concocted 
so that the prosecution could be brought 
to influence the general election last No- 
vember. Senator Quay’s political oppo- 
nents have resorted to this last desperate 
attempt to destroy him as a political leader 
in Pennsylvania. There never was any- 
thing in the case against him’ and I doubt 
whether any serious thought was ever 
entertained that a conviction could be se- 
cured, The politica] effect of the prosecu- 
tion was the object in views Had he not 
been a candidate for re-election for United 
States senator no one would ever have 
thought of prosecuting him in connection 
with the affairs of the People’s bank.’’ 

Rumors were afloat all day, one tnat the 
trial had been postponed because the 
death of Former State Treasurer Haywood 
had minimized the chances of Senator 
Quay’s conviction, and another, which 
gained greater credence, that a member of 
the jury panel had informed the district 
attorney of an attempt at impersonation. 


NO CHANGES IN THE DEADLOCK. 


The Senatorial Sityation in Contested 
States Remains the Same. 

Washington, February 27.—There were no 
breaks in the senatorial deadlocks exist- 
ing in a number of states today.

Evidence Before the Board Bears 
Out the Charges Made by the 
General Commanding the 
United States 
Army. 


Washington, February 27.—When_ the 
army court of inquiry into the beef charges 
mét today after its two days’ recess, it 
expected to begin the examination of some 
of the enlisted men of the army who had 
not only seen the beef furnished the army 
in the fields, but had eaten it in quantities 
wherein they differed from most of the of- 
ficers who had previously testified. The 
enlisted men were slow in arriving, how- 
ever, and the first witness was Licutenant 
Charles F. Dyer, Ninth infan‘ry, tow at 
Madison ‘barracks, There were numercus 
complaints, he said, as to the canned roast 
beef. iy 

Aparty of six enlisted men of the Ninth 
jinfamtry next appeared. First Sergeant 
Howard Alexander testified that nis regi- 
ment used both corned and roast sanned 
beef on the voyage from Tampa to Siuntia- 
go. There were many complaiuts frem the 
men as to the canned roast beef. it rau- 
seated the men, had little taste and appar- 
ently contained little nutriment. ‘fie men 
finally got to throwing the vans awuy or 
not dra'wing them, as the nizat frequent'y 
made them sick as‘sdon as thy ate ti. Wit- 
ness was not willing to testify definiicly 
whether it was the canned meat or the ma- 
lariaithet caused mostoof the sicknéss in 
the regiment. After getting into fhe ‘city, 
where the refrigttated beef was ‘used, the 
men continued td Be very sick, niliscated 
and sufferiig frém bowel troutié.’ The 
sergeant thought this also came. from the 
refrigerated meat; the gravy.especiaily. that 
came from the refrigerated meats seemed 
to nauseate the men even more than the 
meat itself. Returning to the canned beef, 
witness said a can ‘would not keep. more 
than four hours after opening. In quantity 
the ration was frequently snort, 

Beef Made Men Sick. 

Sergeant Buckaye, also of the Ninth, 
was called. He testified that the men did 


them sick and they did not eat it when they 
could get anything else. On shore, before 
the Surrender, about half the mcat ration 
was. canned roast beef, and the same co..- 
pleint continued.; Each man did his own 
cocking in his mess tin or in empty “ars, 
though many ate their corned beef from the 
can. ‘Nothing they did to the beef in any 
way of preparation seeméd to have much 
effect on it. Coming to the refrigeraied 
beef, ‘Buckaye said there was iittle or no 
con plaint while. in Santiaz>. After the 
regiment got outside of tow? about a quar- 
ter of the beef spoiled in transit to the 
csmp. What was left after trimming off 
the spoiled part was consider2d quite good, 
Replying to Colonel Gillespte, Buckaye 
said from the 22d of June to July, the ration 
e\éraged one-half short. Asked {if he 
thought the command actualy suffered in 
health from this lack of fcod, he replied 
vary simply: . 

‘I think it did, sir.” 

Sergeant Burstorm Hatchr, also of the 
Ninth, was then called. His testimony 
agiced substantially with the two pre- 
ceding witnesses, His summing up cf the 
canned roast beef, in reply to CJlone} Da- 
vis's question as to what was the matier 
with it, was laconic:

clusion is a question. When this witness 
was called, and my able assistant treated 
him in such an apologetic manner, it was 
done to disarm him of suspicion. here 
Was a general feeling of anger against the 
district attorney's office on this account. 
But we had a duty to perform. We were 
placed in the position to make it appear 
that Cornish was really the guilty person. 
Then the guilty person, seeing that he was 
rot suspected, was perfectly willing to give 
us ail the handwriting we wanted. And 
we got it. : 

“You have. just heard the evidence as 
given by these experts in handwriting. That 
seems to me to be conclusive. There is 
another element in this case of wonderful 
importance. That is the circumstantial 
evidence which was brought out. There 
was the purchase of the bottle holder. 
Whére was that bought? In Newark, on 
the 2ist day of December. Roland B. 
Molineaux was in Newark on that day. 
Where was it mailed? On the Broadway 
side of the postoffice. Molineaux was in 
that vicinity at the time it was mailed.” 

Colonel Gardiner then went on to tell the 
circumstances under which Molineaux ad- 
mitted on the stand he met his wife, and 
said: 

“Now, that woman's character (meaning 
Mrs. Molineaux) has been portrayed in this 
courtroom by her own testimony. For a 
thousand years down to the present time, 
murders of this kind, it has been demon- 
strated, have been committed on account of 
two reasons—jealousy or hate—and in the 
large majority of instances either by a 
woman or @& degenerate.”’ 

Coionel Gardiner then again alluded to 
the character of Mrs. Molineaux and desig- 
nated her a “‘woman.” He said the deaths 
of Barnet and Mrs. Adams could nqt be 
separated. Barnet had been poisoned by a 
powder sent through the mail, and the one 
who sent it must have been on intimate 
terms with him and acquainted with the 
fact that Barnet used kutnow powder, 
Molineaux, he said, was that person. 

“Now, in the killing of Barnet, where 
was the motive? We have it by circum- 
stantial evidence. Barnet was attentive to 
Blanche Chesebrough. He wined her and 
dined her, invited her to his room, and she 
accepted. They were, in fact, on the closest 
terms of intimacy. The other man wanted 
her to marry him, and she finaily consented 
to do so, but she loved Barnet. She came 
to New York, went to live from place to 
place, with no apparent means of support, 
and no one to care for her. And now we 
come to one of the most remarkable things 
connected with the case.” 

Colonel Gardiner then read the letter 
written to Barnet while he was ill, and 
said:

How the Verdict Reads.

TO STOP THE WAR 


Spaniards Who Have Been Within In- 


surgent Lines Bring the News. 
FLAGS OF TRUCE ARE USED

SHARPSHOOTERS ARE STILL AT WORK 


Quiet Now Prevails Throughout Ma- 
nila and Perfect Order Is Main- 
tained by U. S. Troops. 


Manila, February 27.-—6:15 p. m.—Two 
Spanish commissioners, Senors Rosatio 
and Abogadg, who were permitted to pass 
through our lines and confer with Aguinal- 
do with reference to the Spanish prisoners 
at Malolos, returned through our lines this 
morning, neem Caloocan, with sealed dis- 
patches for the Spaniards. 

The commissioners said that Aguinaldo 
and Sandiko were both at Malolos, and 
inclined to pacific overtures. 


While the Filipinos are not yet prepared 


to surrénder the Spanish prisoners, they 
will gladly release two Americans who 
have been held for six weeks, on the pay- 
ment of $30, the value of food and clothing 
furnished to them. 

Shortly afterwards the rebels sent out a 
flag of truce, borne by Commandante Sin- 
foroso de la Cruz, and several hundred of 
the enemy left the Filipino lines, crying: 
“No Quiere,” “Mas Combate,” “Ameri- 
canos mucho bueno.” 

The commandante said that fully 8,000 of 
his men had had enough, and were anxious 
to surrender. 

Among the enemy in the jungle many wo- 
men and children were visible. A woman 
laid her rifle down and attempted to cross 
with the parleyers, but she was sent back. 
After the party returned to the American 
lines the enemy on the right fired a volley, 
the bullets dropping at their feet. 

Except for an occasional volley and some 
iWiiividual firing by the rebels from the 
jungle near Caloocan along the river and 
in the vicinity of San Pedro Macati, ail 
was quiet along the entire line last night. 
The enemy’s sharpshooters at Caloocan 
continue to annoy soldiers in the day time, 
but the Americans no longer pay much 
attention to them, reserving their fire until 
the rebels appear in the open in svufficient 
force to justify a volley or an occasional

in the Philippines before the middle of 
next month. 

Touching General Otis’s position at Ma- 
nila, it is stated at the war department 
that the truth is that not for a moment 
has he had any doubt as to his ability to 
maintain his position, though his lines are 
so long and thin, the estimates béing that 
they extend over twenty-five miles in the 
worst Kind of country, that without 
considerable re-enforcements he is not ahle 
to carry on the aggressive warfare that 
he feels the situation demands. With the 
approach of the wet season the necessity 
increases for the dispersion of the insur- 
gents from the neighborhood of Manila and 
this can be done only with the ald of re- 
enforcements. |

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AMERICANS ARE INCENDIARIES. 


Charges Made Against Otis’s Men Are 
Sent Broadcast. 

Paris, February 27.—The Filipino junta 
here received today a cable message from 
Manila February 24th, via Hong Kon, 
which says: 

‘The fire broke out in the Chinese quar- 
ters during the Chinese new year festivi- 
ties. The Americans provokéd the owners 
by démolishing houses beforé it’ was: treces- 
sary. The Filipino’s fire engine, owned by 
Senor Banco and worked by British sub- 
jects, was largely instrumental in extin- 
guishing the fire. The Americans inter- 
fered with the native salvagers and tried 
to capture the engine, leading to a con- 
flict. Harsh conduct elsewhere led to gene- « 
eral fighting. The Americans retired to 
the walled city and the Heet bombarded 
the suburbs, believing the city was en- 
dangered. This caused the Tondo fire. 

“Aguinaldo’s troops then attacked and 
entered Tondo, Maisie, Santa Cruz and 
Kaipo., 

“Conflagrations broke out 
and Malate and the city was 
by a line of burning houses. 

“The fighting continued Wednesday 
Thureday. The Americans by that 
were greatly fatigued by the sun, fires and 
continued service. On the other hamd, the 
Filipinos. were continuously re-enforced, 
and the Americans closed Puenta de Es- 
pana to prevent the Filipinos from invading 
the city. 

“The Americans then fired on every 
standing at the doors and windows and 
thus killed the engineer and manager of 
the Andrews cotton mill. The foreigners 
applied to the foreign ships for help, and 
a number of marines were to be landedy 
when Admiral Dewey intimated that such’ 
landing would be an act of hostility, and 
that ‘his ships would fire upon any landing, 
party. Some British blue jackets, however, 
landed unarmed to act as firemen and re- 
mained to guard the UHBritish consulate, 
banks and other British property. 

“The. Andrews cotton mill, belonging to 
British subjects, suffered severely. The 
Americans searched British property, seek- 
ing insurgents. 

‘Indiscriminate street shooting was prev- 
alent. Men, women and children were 
Killed. The bodies of 140 Americans have 
already been collected. Their loss in kitled 
and wounded will reach 400. The bodies of 
320 Filipinos, 425 women and 280 onildren 
have been recovered in the streets. About 
{0 natives were wounded. 

“The loss to foreign property is estimat- 
ed at $300,000 and to native property #,- 
000. A'bout 3,000 houses were burned. 

“General Montenegro commanded the Fil 
ipinos. Aguinaldo is stillat Mariloa. Many 
foreigners embarked on board the ships. 
About eighty Chinese were killed while try- 
ing to enter the walled city. 

“The people killed at the Andrews mill 
were accused of harboring natives.”

Prokibitionists say They 
Knew Nothing ? 


OF A RUMOR SET AFLOAT 


That an Effort Would Be Made at the 
Next Legislature Session 


‘TO PASS A GENERAL PROHIBITION BILL 


Hon. Walter B. Hill Talks About What 
the Prohibitionists Are Fighting 
For—General Macon News. 


But. Leading 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., February 27.—(Special.)—It is ru- 
mored that a movement is being pushed 
_gystematically at the present time by the 

prohibitionists of Georgia.to secure the 
‘enactment of a state prohibition measure 
at the next session of the legislature, which 
will convene on the fourth Wednesday in 
October. 
_It is further rumored that the prohibi- 
tionists are going to make a tremendous 
effort to secure favorable action. Mr. Wal- 
ter B. Hill, of Macon. one of Georgia's 
most distinguished and highly respected 
citizens, is one of the recognized prohibi- 
tion leaders of the state. He keeps thor- 
oughly in touch with the working and 
plans of the prohibitionists and to him The 
Constitution correspondent went today to 
ascertain the truth of the rumor that the 
prohibitionists have on foot a systematic 
movement as described above. 

Mr. Hill answered promptly and frankly 
that he knew of no special movement un- 
der way as rumored, and was not cognizant 
of arrangements being formed to make 
strenuous efforts to have the legislature 
Pass a prohibition measure. He stated, 
however, that the prohibitionists intend 
keeping up the fight inaugurated some 


years ago in the legislature for the en-- 


actment of a state prohibition law, but he 
declared that no special plans are now in 
operation to secure the passage of such 
a bill, and no systematic working is being 


' done to this end, as indicated by the rumor. 


Two Prohibition Bills. 


Mh. Hill called attention to the fact that 
at the last session of the legislature Repre- 


sentative Bartow Willingham, of Monroe, } 


introduced in the house a state prohibition 
bill, and Senator McGehee introduced a 
similar bill in the senate, and Mr. Hill said 
he presumed that one of these bills, at 
least, would be called up to be acted on 
at the session of the legislatfire which con- 
venes in next October. Mr. Willingham’s 
bill was favorably reported on by the tem- 
perance cOmmittee at the recent session of 
the legislature, and has had two readings. 
When the legislature convenes next Octo- 
ber it is supposed that Mr. Willingham will 
immediately ask the house to fix a special 
day for taking up his bil] for a third read- 
ing and placing it upon its passage. The 
result will be awaited with much interest 
and there is no doubt but what the prohi- 
bitionists will make a strong effort to have 
the bill passed. The anti-prohibitionists 
will most probably also gather their full 
strength to resist the passage of the bill, 
and there will be a battle royal between 
the two contending sides. 

Mr.. Willingham’'s bill is a straight prohi- 
bition measure. It is not simply an anti- 
barroom bill, but it is also anti-dispensary. 
It is against the manufacture and sale of 


-liquor in this state, except for medicinal 


and sacramental purposes. 

Mr. Willingham made two or three ef- 
forts to ‘have a special time set by the 
house for action on his bill at the last ses- 
sion, but the house would not consent. It 
is said there are members of the house who 
will vote for the bill provided it is submit- 
ted to a vote of the qualified voters of 
the entire state. Mr, Willingham is chair- 
man of the temperance committee of the 
house and will ably champion ‘his bill, The 
prohibition bill might have come up on its 
passage at the last session if so much time 
had not been consumed in the consideration 
of the general appropriation and tax acts 
and other pressing matters of great public 
importance. 

The prohibitionists have made several ef- 
forts to have the legislature pass a state 
anti-barroom or prohibition bill, but have 
never succeeded. 

There are 1387 counties in Georgia. In 107 
of them the sale of liquor is now prohibited 
by law, and in eleven there are neither bar- 
rooms nor dispensaries, In five or six other 
counties there are dispensaries, but no bar- 
rooms. ‘Therefore, barrooms are prohibited 
in about 113 of the 137 counties of Georgia. 


John Stevens’ Case. 

It was expected that the negro, John 
Stevens, would be put on trial today in the 
superior court for the third time for the 
killing of Mr. James Kershaw, but the hear- 
ing was postponed 6n account of the ab- 
sence of Mr. James Carr, who was with Mr. 
Kershaw when he was killed, and was 
himself shot by Stevens and narrowly es- 
ecaped death. Mr. Carr is so important a 
witness that the trial could not proceed 
without him. Mr. Carr was present at the 
two former trials, but since then has re- 
moved from .Macon to accept the position 
of court stenographer of the western Cir- 

.cuit, to which he was appointed by Judge 
Russell. Mr. Carr is in-Jackson county. 
The trial of Stevens has been set for March 
Sth, 

Ray’s Immunes Coming. 

.Ray’s immunes are coming. Captain 
Williams, the chief quartermaster here, has 
received instructions from the war depart- 
ment to select a camp site for the regiment, 
which will be done in the next few days. 
Captain Williams stated today that he was 
expecting the regiment to arrive here about 
the 20th of March and that his informa- 
tion was to the effect that they would leave 
Santiago on the 15th, 

The camp site which will probably be 
Selected will be that recently occupied by 
the Third engineers. This camp is regarded 
as one of the best in the country. Captain 
Clarke, one of the mustering officers h«re, 
will probably be detailed to muster the 
men out. Letters received in the city this 
week from the men say that they have 
received information that they are to come 
hera soon and that everybody is rejoicing 
over, the fact. Ray’s immunes is a Macon 
soximent. The men were mustered in the 
service here on the 25th of last June end 
no here for Savannah on the 2th of 

uly. 

The people of Macon will give the men

The fact that Captain Williams has in- 
structions to select a camp site zor the 
regiment dispels all doubt in regard to 
the regiment coming here and the reports 
which have been sent out to the effect that 
the muster-out would take place in Savdn- 
nah are erroneous.

The Baltimore baseball team will hold 
its' spring practice here as usual.

The news a6 
received with great pleasure by the Mercer 
boys, as it will afford their team great 
practice. The team will be composed of 
eighteen of the best ball players in ihe 
country. They will be quartered at the 
Brown house. 

It is understood that the chamber of 
commerce will request the city to allow 
the team the use of the park and the re- 
quest will, no doubt, be granted.

Which Was Graded About Seven Years 
Ago. 


COMES TO THE FRONT AGAIN 


Although Road Has Three or Four 
Charters, 


Tt’ MAY BE BUILT WITHOUT OWE 


As the Party Contemplating the Job 
Is a Sawmill Company Near 
Tifton. 


Tifton, Ga., February 27.—(Specialk)—The 
oft-proposed railroad from Tifton to 
Thomasville, the grading of which was 
almost completed seven years ago, springs 
into renewed activity. For this road three 
charters are already in existence, and 
notice of application for another one given, 
which will probably come in soon. Bo- 
sides these, the charter of another line 
covers this route also, making four char- 
ters in existence, and an application for 
another, making five. To add to this is the 
strong probability that the road will be 
built by a company holding no charter 
at all, 

The charters in existence are: ‘She orig- 
inal Tifton and Thomasville charter, grant- 
ed in 189; the Georgia Northern charter, 
granted in 1895, and the Tifton, Thomas- 
ville and Gulf, incorporated in 1897. An- 
other line, touching Tifton, aiso has the 
‘Moultrie route covered by its charter, and 
it is within the range of possibility, al- 
though no route has yet been decided on, 
that another line, now in contemplation, 
and backed by ample capital, may pass 
through Tifton, and thence over the route 
mentioned. But, with four charters out, 
it is the irony of fate that the most im- 
mediate prospects of the road being built 
come from a company that wil build 
without a charter. 

The Pineopolis Saw Mill Company, of 
which D, C. Bacon is president, and which 
is now operating a line of road from Sparks 
to Moultrie, has recently completed a 
gigantic land deal, as already mentioned 
by your correspondent, by which it comes 
in possession of an immense body of tim- 
ber in the northern part of Colquitt 
county, reaching within about nine miles 
of Tifton. To this timber they propose to 
run a road from their mills in Colquitt 
county, about equi-distant between Moul- 
trie and Sparks. The natural location for 
such a road could not be better, as it runs 
a natural watersted from near Moultrie 
to within a few miles of Tifton. This 
company proposes to extend this road the 
few intervening miles between the end of 
its proposed line and Tifton, connecting 
here with the Plant and Southern systems 
and the Tifton and Northeastern. By do- 
ing this, they will save several thousand 
dollars in freights for themselves alone; 
secure direct connection with Brunswick 
and deep water, besides opening up direct 
connections for same with Moultrie, and 
the towns that are springing up like 
mushrooms over Colquitt county. 

This contemplated line is frought with 
great possibilities for Tifton, as well as 
for Colquitt county.

WAYCROSS TO VOTE ON BONDS. 


Mayor Knight Issues Order for an 
Election. 

Waycross, Ga., February 27.—(Special.)— 
\As mentioned in these dispatchés Saturday 
night, Mayor Knight has. issyed a cal) for 
an election “‘for’ and “against’’ bonds, 
said election to be held on April Ist. 

This is in accordance with an act of 
the legislature of Georgia approved De- 
cember 3, 1897, submitting to the qualified 
voters of the city the right to determine 
whether or not the mayor and council 
shall issue and self additional bonds for 
the purpose of establishing a system of 
sewerage and to pay off the floating fn- 
debtedness of the city. 

The amount of bonds specifie@ is $50,000, 
divided into fifty bonds of $1,000 each, bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 5 per ceny per 
annum, the interest payable semi-annually 
on the first days of January and July of 
each year. ° 

The bonds will be issued so that the 
principal will become due and payable each 
respective thirty years from the date of 
issue. A two-thirds majority of the qual- 
ified voters of the city will be necessary. 

The probability is that the public road 
from Waycross to Waresboro will be 
changed so as to run directly alongside 
and parallel with the Brunswick and West- 
ern railway. The road would then be a 
continuation of Albany avenue, a promi- 
nent thoroughfare, to the second crossing, 
two or three miles this side of Waresboro.

Griffin, Ga., February 27.—(Special.)—Pro- 
fessor H. J. Wing, of the Georgia experi- 
ment station, recently made a visit to the 
famous Hood farm,’at Lowell, Mass., and 
purchased a Jersey bull and two heifers 
and a Berkshire boar and two sows. 

That the bull is a valuable animal is 
shown by the fact that he is by Mint, a 
double grandson of Combination 4,389 and 
out of Brown Bessie XVIII, of Hood farm, 
a granddaughter of the great Hood farm 
cow Brown Bessie, winner of the ninety 
and thirty-day tests at the World’s fair, 
Chicago, 1893. The sire of Brown Bessie 
XVIII is Brown Bessie’s son 34,550, the bull 
at the head of the Hood farm herd, and 
her dam is Costa Rica, test twenty-one 
pounds, six and one-half ounces, perhaps 
the best cow in the Hood farm herd. Costa 
Rica is the dam of Merry Maiden, grand 
sweepstakes cow at the World’s fair, owned 
at Hood ¢darm, The bull secured by Pro- 
fessor Wing is thus close up to the two 
great World’s fair winners. One of the 
heifers that go with this bull is by Pedro 
Signal Landseer, a half brother of Eurotis- 
ama, test seventeen pounds, eleven and 
one-half ounces in seven days, 945 pounds 
9 ounces in one year and a grandson of the 
$10,000 Pedro.

Birmingham, Ala., February 27.—(Special.) 
It is not at all unlikely thajt the repub- 
licans of Alabama will take some hand in 
the constitutional, convention movement, 
though their efforts may not amount to 
any more than their efforts in opposing the 
regular democratic nominee for governor 
of the state at the elections every two 
years. A prominent leader of the repubti- 
can party has stated to The Constitution 
representative here that the republicans 
would be heard from. In substantiation 
of this assertion, it is known that tne 
state executive committee of the republican 
party has been called to meet in Bir- 
mingham next Saturday. There was in the 
city yesterday Mr. William Youngblood, the 
third auditor of the treasurer, the member 
from Alabama on the national republican 
executive committee, and he was in close 
conference for some’ time with State Chair- 
man William Vaughan, of the republican 
party, and his close friend, Dr. J. W. 
Hughes, the postmaster of Birminghain. 
Exactly on what lines this conference wis 
held is not stated but that it is in refer- 
ence to taking a hand in the constitutional 
convention is not in the least doubted. 

In this county, Jefferson, the democrats 
will hold their primaries on March 18th for 
the naming of six delegates to the constiti- 
tional convention. At this time also dele- 
gates to a county convention to be heid 
four days later will be elected. At the 
county convention delegates to a state Coll- 
vention will be chosen. At the state coa- 
vention, which will be held in Montgomery, 
a delegate from each of the senatorial dis- 
tricts in the state will be nominated. Tlie 
election of delegates to the constitutional 
convention, which wili be held in August, 
will occur in July, and from all indications 
the democrats will have things all their 
own way. 

There are a mumber of democratic can- 
didates already announcing. The constitu- 
tional convention will be the most import- 
ant meeting of its kind ever held in the 
state in over twenty-five years. The demo- 
crats do not fear any more opposition than 
they have during the elections of their 
state officers. Among those mentioned as 
candidates in this county for delegateship 
to the constitutional convention, subject to 
the primaries in ‘March, are the following: 
Reuben F. Kolb, who was a candidate for 
governor of the state on two occasions; 


*John P. Tillman, a prominent attorney in 


Birmingham; E. H. Cabaniss, another well- 
known attorney; R. J. Waldrop, of East 
Lake; L. Y. Lipscomb, of Bessemer; Pro- 
fessor H. P..Burruss, of Thomas, and 
others. 

If. the republicans and opposition party 
have any candidates they have made no an- 
nouncements as yet. It is believed from 
what can be learned, as’ stated above, that 
they will take some interest in the affair. 
Chairman Vaughan and his close friend, 
Dr. J. W. Hughes, do not think it advis- 
able as yet to give out any information on 
the subject, but that they do intend being 
heard when the election occurs in July is 
a sure thing. There are no other reasons 
for a meeting of the state republican execu- 
tive committee next Saturday.

SENATOR FAYE 15 CLOSELY QUESTIONED 


Democratic Senators Vote for the Meas- 
ure, Declaring They Do So Sim- 
ply To' Sustain the Chief 
Bxrecttive of the United 
States. 
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Washington, February 27.-After @ con- 
test that will be memorable in the history 
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of the senate, the compromise army re- 
organization bill was passed this evening 


at 7:10 o’clock. 

When the senate convened at 11 o'clock 
this morning it seemed more than likely 
that the bill might not be passed during 
the day. Mr. Gorman, of Maryland ,in- 
sisted’ that his amendment providing that 
the army should not be increased perma- 
nently, dr beyond Juiy 1, 1901, be incor- 
porated in the measure. For several hours 
it appeared probable that his insistence at 
least would throw the bill over until to- 
morrow, and perhaps defeat it. An agree- 
ment was reached finally, however, and 
Mr. Gorman’s amendment in a slightly 


modified form Was accepted. 
The notable speech of the day against 


the measure was delivered by Mr. Vest, 
of Missouri, but his brilliant eloquence 
availed nothing against the measure as 


finally agreed upon. 

When the bill was réached Mr. Bate, of 
Tennessee, a member of the military af- 
fairs committee, secured the floor and ad- 
dressed the senate on the general features 
of the measure. He regarded the bill as 
probably the most important of the pres- 
ent session. He objectéd to the bill be- 
cause it provided twice as many men as the 
exigencies of the situation required, be- 
cause it made invidious distinctons  be- 
tween regulars and volunteers against the 
jatter; an@ because it was an- entering 
wedge which makes us depend upon the 
‘regular arthy instead of upon the consent 
of the people themselves. If we were com- 
pelled to fight for control in the Philip- 
pines we ought to charge the cost against 
the $20,000,000 said to be due Spain. Until 
the president indicated to congress his pol- 
icy and purposes no additional troops 
should be granted him. 

Mr. Vest antagonized the bill, although 
he said he he did so with hesitation be- 
cause of its strong advocacy by his col- 
league, Mr. Cockrell. He declared his be- 
lief that the war in the Philippines was 
not conducted with the idea of giving the 
Filipinos self-government. 


“I believe,” he said, ‘“‘that this govern- 
‘ment is to take the Philippines as an in- 
demnity for the war with Spain. It has so 
been stated in the imperialistic press. But 
] ask now whether it is true that the pres- 
ident telegraphed to ow commissioners 
to take nothing less than the island of 
Laizon, as Porto Rico was worth only 
$40,000,000, and would not be a proper in- 
demnity for the war. I ask now whether 
such .a dispatch was sent.’’ 

Puts Frye on the Witness Stand. 

Mr. Frye, one of the peace commission- 
ers, said: ‘“‘There was not.”’ 

Mr. Vest—Is the statement true or false?

Mr. White, of California, spoke against 
the bill and against the present policy in 
the Philippines.

The president recognized, he said, the seri- 
ousness of the situation, as all thoughtful 
persons did. It seemed that the Filipinos 
had been saved from Spain only to be turn-

Mr. Caffery took occasion to make an ar- 
gument against an increase in the standing 
army. He declared it was an extolling of 
the military calling, of militarism, which 
was the forbidden fruit which had led to 
the destruction of republics in the past. 

An amendment of Mr. Thurston striking 
out the paragraph relating to the age lim- 
it for appointment of officers in the provi- 
sional regiments Was agreed to. 

Mr. Hawley offered.as an amendment a 
proviso of the fifteenth section authorizing 
the president to enlist temporarily in the 
service for absolutely necessary purposes in 
thé Philippine islands volunteers, officers 
and men, individually or by organizations, 
now in those islands and about to be dis- 
charged, and directing that they. shall be 
countéd as part of the volunteer forte dau- 


thorized by this act, and -that they- shall: 


not be enlisted for more than six months 
nor beyond the time necessary to replace 
them. It was adopted. 

Mr. Gorman offered the following amend- 
ment as a provision af section 15: 


“That each and every provision of this 
act shall continue in force until July 1, 1901, 
and on and after that date all the general 
staff and line officers appointed to the 
army under this act shall be discharged 
and the numbers restored in each grade to 
those existing at the passage of this act 
and the enlisted force of the line of the 
army shall be reduced to the number as 
provided for by law prior to April 1, 1898, 
exclusive of such additions as have been 
or may be made under this act to the artil- 
lery and except the cadets provided for 
by this act who may be appointed prior to 
July 1, 1901; and provided further, that no 
officer who has been or may be promoted 
under existin 
seniority shall be disturbed in his rank.”’ 


The amendment was adopted, sixty-eight 
voting in the affirmative and none in the 
negative, 

Bacon Supports the Bill. 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, said the adoption 
of the Gorman amendment simplified the 
situation materially. This bill would place 
an annual expenditure of $85,000,000 upon 
the country, but notwithstanding the fact, 
the war in the Philippines was an unholy 
war, and he felt it his duty to support the 
bill and would do so. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Carter pro- 
vided that three of the provisional regi- 
ments, at the discretion of the president, 
should be cavalry, whose members should 
be particularly proficient in horsemanship 
and marksmanship, the regiments to serve 
mounted or dismounted. It was agreed to. 

In the course of a speech against the 
general features of the bill, Mr. Allen, 
of Nebraska, made the statement that he 
had received many letters from the volun- 
teers in Manila protesting against being 
used to shoot down those whom they had 
regarded as their friends. Those men, he 
maintained, ought to be recalled. 

Mr. Hoar announced his intention not to 
support the bill. It was not a bill for 
supplies nor was it a bill for the complete 
reorganization of the army. It was merely 
a bill to provide an army to make war upon 
the people of the Philippines. With the 
exchange of ratifications of the peace 
treaty the war would be at an end. It 
would then be necessatfy to determine 
whether there was to be a civil war. 

Mr. Pettigrew also announced his inten- 
tion to vote against the bill, saving there 
was’ army enough now and that with the 
return of peace there could be no need of 
a great army. He could see no reason for 
the increase except to coerce the people 
of the Philippines and deprive them of 
their liberty. He predicted thatthe effort 
to destroy the liberty and the lives of the 
Filipinos would prove the blackest chapter 
in tne history of the United States. He 
had voted to support the president at the 
beginning of the war, but the president

and made payable at fixed periods in 
advance, and which have a stated re- 
serve to protect thelr policies,’ and for 
other purposes.”’ 

Defeated in the House. 

The amendment originated in the senate 
and was passed by that body and for- 
warded to the house for its 
On a vote on the measure in the house the 
amendment received only 71 votes, thus 
failing of the constitutional majority, and 
was lost. Strenuous opposition had been 
shown to the passage of the measure in 
the house, but the friends of the bill made 
a number of efforts to bring it up for re- 
cons.deration. 

Just how the amendment came to be en- 
rolled with a number of other house bills 
that had passed and was presented for the 
signature of the speaker is a question that 
Comptroller General Wright would like to 
have-explained to him. 

The amendment was, however, so en- 
rolled, signed properly by the officials, and 
is.now published with the acts that outline 
the government of the state. 
“Comptroller General Wricht at once noti- 
fied the insurance companies in the state 
of the passage of the amendment and called 
upon them to comply with it at once. 

Letters of surprise were sent back, but 
compliance with the amendment was begun 
by all the companfes. The amendment af- 
fected seriously the business of a number 
of companies in the state, but it was there 
among the acts of the legislature, although 
no one seemed to know just when it passed 
and became a law. Business to some ex- 
tent has been transacted under the amend- 
ment and unless it had suddenly been 
called to the attention of the comptroller 
general by the attorney for. an insurance 
house, it is probable that it would have 
remained a supposed law in the state for

| all time unless amended by the legisla- 
ture. 

Captain Anderson Detects Mistake. 

When the Bankers’ Guarantee Associa- 
tion was called upon by the comptroller 
general to meet the amendment at once 
the officials of the company referred the 
communication to their attorney, Captain 
Clifford Anderson. Captain Anderson 
stated that he had followed the acts intro- 
duced in both houses relative to insurance, 
but had seen nothing of the passage of 
this particular amendment. He stated that 
unless it had passed the house at the last 
night session held before adjournment, he 


was certain it had not passed at au. 

Captain Anderson called upon Comptroller 
General Wright, who could only show him 
the amendment in the acts of the legisla- 
ture as it had been published. Captain 
Anderson was not satisfied and in investi- 
gating the records of the house found 
that in fact the amendment had not passed, 
and receiving only 71 votes, had not re- 
ceived the constitutional majority. 

The mistake was undoubtedly an accident; 

it is believed, but it was an accident of the 
kind to cause a great deal of trouble and 
put insurance companies to considerable ex- 
pense. 
. It will now be necessary for the comp- 
troller general to notify all the companies 
in the state of the mistake that was made 
in the compilation of the acts and that 
they will not have to comply with whag 
appears to be the law as published In the 
acts of the present legis!ature.

Apropos of heavy black tobacco,”” re- 
marked another dealer who. had dropped in 
for a chat, “l used to have a number of 
customers who smoked cigarettes made of 
Straight perique. Some few remain, but I 
could count them on one hand, and the 
habit is, sO to speak, extinct. IL doubt 
Whether it was ag injurious to the health 
as some have claimed, and I had a pretty 
g00d opportunity to watch its effects. For 
over twenty years I have sold tobacco to 
one of the most contirmed and enthusiastic 
perique smokers in New Orleans. He was 
past middle age when he first came to my 
| shop, and is still hale and vigorous, his 
eyes are as bright as a bird’s and his hand 
as steady as a rock. He buys his tobacco 
in bulk, afterwards cutting it to suit him- 
self, and like a number of other old-time 
smokers, he can detect exquisitely slight 
differences in flavor among a lot of rolls or 
carrots. It is very interesting to see him 
pick out a supply “for private ripening, 
something he attends to at intervals, just 
as one might keep up a wine ceHar. He 
proceeds on the theory, I believe that the 
leaf is at its best between twelve and fif- 


teen years after having Leen put away, and 
has each roll carefully dated, so as to ena- 
ble him to consume perique ur approximate- 
ly that date from season to season. As it 
ages, the tobacco assumes a beautiful deep 
black-brown, and doesn’t resemble ordinary 
tobacco at all. This particular old gentle- 
man I have in mind has shown me pieces 
that looked like mineral, and other pieces 
that looked like ebony. He moistens them 
with a dash of sherry and water, whittles 
off what he wants with a penknife, rolls it 
up with a quick turn of the wrist and walks 
away puffing a cloud of smoke that would 
life the average young clubman clear off his 
feet. As lI tegerce ote before, ‘however, there 
are very few of the old-time preique smok- 
ers still alive—I doubt if there are over

TO BE WITH HER DOOMED HUSBAND 


She Did Not Know That the Beath on the Gallows Had Been 
Stayed Two Weeks, 


SHE WAS TIRED AND FOOTSORE

Dragged Herself to Police Barracks and 
Bepped a Place To Rest. 


EIGHTEEN MILES SHE WALKED ALONE 


Through Swollen Creeks and Mire She 
Trudged—A Kindly Reception at 
the Barracks—She Will Be 
Allowed To See Her 
Husband Today.

A little woman, tired and weary and 
with her feet bruised and swollen, entered 
the police barracks last night to beg a 
place to rest. -She could ‘hardly drag her 
way up the stone steps to the sergeant’s 
office, and there were traces of tears upon 
her cheeks. 

She was Mrs. Robert Lewis, the wife of 
the condemned murderer who now awaits 
the death sentence upon the gallows :n the 
Tower, and she had come to Atlanta to bid 
her husband a tragic farewell. 

Eighteen miles she had trudged acrcss 
the country, through water and mud, to 
reach a railway station, and she cid not 
know that ‘her doomed husband had been 
respited for two weeks until she was ¢n 
the train at Marietta. 

The story of the devoted wife’s long walk, 
her wearisome journey on foot over rough 
roads and through mire and water, for the 
purpose of being near her husband during 
his last hours before he met the fearful 
death of the hangman’s rope makes a pa- 
thetic chapter of the story of murdcr and 
the avenging arm of the inexorable law. 

“T am weary,” she said to the police 
barracks officers, “and 1 want some place 
tc rest for the night. I have no money 
with which to pay for a night’s lodging.”’ 

In one of the detention wards she was 
given a bed. Her feet were s0 badly swol- 
len that her shoes had to be cut away. 
A basin of warm salt water was given her 
in which to bathe her bruised feet. A good 
supper was provided and she lay down upon 
the cot to rest, if the excited mind could 
find such a balm when her thoughts were 
upon the doomed man in murderers’ row 


and the frightful, gloomy gallows were ! 


making hideous pictures before her fevered 
brain. 

Police Commissioner Jones was at the 
barracks when she arrived, and he, with 
Turnkey Crusselle, gave the poor woma 
every needful attention. 

A purse was.raised for her to defray 
her expenses while in Atlanta, and Mr, 
Jones took steps to provide her with trans- 
portation when she wished to return to her 


country home, 
He Wrote Begging Her T9 Come. 

A few days ago Lewis wrote a letter in 
his cell to his wife, asking her to come to 
him and be near him when the last awful 
hour arrived. She lives with her father, 
who is a poor farmer in Fannin county, 
and she could only raise enough money to 
purchase a ticket from Blue Ridge to At-

BUCK TAYLOR’S HARD LUCK.

Braved All Sorts of Dangers To Be 
Wounded in Cuba. 

Buck Taylor,.the cowboy, scout and the 
hero of thousands of American youngsters 
as the leader of the band of intrepid ranch- 
men who, in the wild west shows, rescue 
thé stage coach and its passengers from the 
hands of the redskins, has been of late a 
patient in the Arsenal hopital. That Buck's 
courage is not of the kind that wi!] stand 
test. only under the peaceful canvas of a 
circus was demonstrated in no. uncertain 
way in our late unpleasantness with the 
descendants of Don Quixote and Sancho 
Panza. He was one of the roughest of the 
Rough Riders, and Theodore Roosevelt 
thought. so much 6f him that he had the 
Westerner accompany him on his ‘rounds in 
his efforts to corral the governorship of 
New York. Representative Sereno Payne, 
the new head of the ways and means com- 
mittee. did not despise either to have Ruck 


) lend his presence to the congressional cam- 


paign in his district. That both Roosevelt 
and Payne were elected is certainly no dis- 
credit to the frontiersman. 

Buck carries as a memento of his Cuban 
campaign a wound that has pulled’ him 
down from a likely lad of 198 pounds to an 
attenuated and weakly cvough-ridden hero 
of 128. This hurt laid him up in the Roose- 
velt hospital. in New York city. When Colo- 
nel Roosevelt's political campaign opened, 
however, Buck pulled himself together and 
stuck by his old commander to the end. 
Then he retired once more to the hospital. 
He started for his home in New Mexico a 
few days ago, but became so weak that 
he was forced to camp in Washington. He 
has improved his stay there by paying sev- 
ral visits to the capitol and laying the 
wires for na pensinn, should his health so 
cempletely fail him that he cannot work 
again. He will not, he says, accept the 
government’s bounty unless that calamity 
overtakes him. He has entrusted his inter- 
ests to Representative Payne, in whom he 
feels full confidence. Btick isn’t much of a 
talker; besides his cough worries him. His 
long hair he cut off before leaving for the 
front, and he doesn’t look fierce enough to 
frighten anybody. 

‘“‘How was I shot?’ he said, repeating The 
Star writer's interrogatory. ‘Just following 
the flag, I guess. It was on the 3d of July 
in the last of the fighting before Santjago. 
We were trying to capture a blockhouse. 
Roosevelt was leading and we were all 
Lunched up near him. The Spaniards didn’t 
seem to be shooting at us, but at the flags. 
The glorious old flag was being torn to 
pieces by the storm of bullets, but nobody 
seemer to be falling.

And don't you know, it seems funny to me 
that I should have gone back to the land 
where I was born to receive the blow that 
put me hors du combat, for you know I came 
into the world at Havana, where my fath- 
er was living at the time.” 

Buck’s first exploit of moment occurred 
when he was yet In his teens. A gang of 


indians had swooped down on the ranch and: 


carried off a bunch of cattle. He placed 
himself at the head of cowboys in pursuit. 
A fight ensued and sixty or seventy of the 
marauders were killed. That gave him a 
standing in the social circles out west, 
which his natural daring rapidly added to. 
He was often of assistance to the Wash- 
ington boy, Captain William O’Nefll, who 
was killed in the high grass at Las Quaai- 
mas. O'Neill was sheriff of Tucson, Ariz., 
when Taylor became acquainted with him. 
and on more than one occasion the cowboy 
rendered the easterner a service. 

“Did O'Neill deserve the renutation he 
held for nerve?” Taylor was asked. 

“Well.” he said, and then hesitated, as if 
careful to choose the right words, “I don’t 
think there was anything that Bucky 
O’ Neill was afraid of. Once he went into 
a den where ten of the pals of a murderer 
and train robber he was after were gather- 
ed, laid his hand on the man’s shoulder and 
walked him out. He had not a friend or 
ally within sight or hearing. Was that 
nerve?”

MARDI GRAS BALLS OF LONG AGO. 


Slaves Bearing Lanterns Led Elegant- 
ly Gowned Creole Belles To Dance. 

“The mardi gras balls tn the early days 
were held in the first New Orleans opera 
house, and since then in the present one, 
which today is historic,’’ writes Harrydele 
Halimark in the March Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal of the socia! life of New Orleans. ‘Then, 
as now, the floor of the opera house was 
given over to the dancers; the refreshments 
consisted of orange flower sirup mixed with 
water and sugar and served with home- 
made cake. All the ladies walked to the 
place of entertainment. They could not 
ride, because the etreets were so narrow 
and the gutters so wide that a carriage 
would protably have broken-drwn. On 
such evenings in the old Gays the town was 
viven over to the laughing groups of state- 
ly gowned women who had brought over 
with them from Paris their silk frocks and 
their jewel snuff boxes, and who kept Ma- 
dame Sopvhie for their dresemaker. In 
front of each group of splendidly gowned 
women were African slaves bearing the 
satin slippers of their mistresses in their 
hands. If the weather was too inclement 
for the cortege to pass th h the streets 
in this manner a’ postponement of the ball 
was cried through the’ streets to the sound 
of a beating dram, and the ladies who sat 


‘on the upper-balconies chatted with the 


crier. It was understood that the ball would 
take place on the next fine evening. As 
for the street pageants, there were none. 
Men and women laughed and chatted in the 
narrow streets and pelted ¢ach other with 
paper balla. It was revelry without sys- 
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Who Is Responsible? 

One of the first results of the occupa- 
tion of Manila by the American troops 
was the appearance of an American 
newspaper called The Manila Freedom.

It is said that 
it takes five generations of culture to pre- 
vent a bondman from making a hole in 
the ground with the hollow of his foot, but 
five weeks will make Aguinaldo hunt his 
hole and puil the hole in after him. Dey- 
ey’s warships would poke up some inter- 
rogation points that would be difficult for 
Aguinaldo to answer. Aguinaldo should 
post himself on yankee history and medi- 
tate thereon. On the first page he would 
find the story of the noble but unfortunate 
red man, how he rebellea@ and how we took 
his scalp, his pony and his land. Then 
how, when we had punished him, we sang 
the doxology and sent missionaries to 
Christianize what remained of him. Then 
when we landed at Plymouth rock, first 
we fell ‘on our knees, and second we 
fell on the aborigines. If Aguinaldo is 
wise and Will be peaceable, Uricle Sam will 
come over and spend the evening with him 
_an@ bring this knitting along. If he will 
work and not fight, serve and not shirk, 
Uncle Sam will put him on his feet, 
strengthen his knees, lift up his chin, open 
this eyes, give him a home, a flag, a faith, 
a God and a country. If he rebels, Uncle 
Sam will give him what Sherman said war 
was and what Dewey gave his oppressors. 

This appeared in the American paper 
at Manila as far back as December 10th, 
and, unquestionably, it represents the 
policy which the editor was pursuing. 
It is simply a series of gross insults, 
and we have no doubt that when all the 
facts become known, such declarations 
as those we have quoted will be found to 
be the active cause of the attack by the 
Filipinos, which has resulted in the in- 
glorious war now on foot in the Philip- 
pines, An American, reading such stuff, 
would instantly take the measure of the 
man that wrote if, and put him down 
as a blustering buffoon, but the natives of 
the islands are not Americans and they 
are compelled to take such utterances 
seriously; they are obliged to believee 
that the threats of the newspaper repre- 
sent the desires of the United States 
and the purposes of the army ‘of occupa- 
tion. 

And when the stuff is taken seriously, 
it simply means a threat to the effect 
that if the Filipinos will not serve their 
American masters and submit to them, 
they will be exterminated. From be- 
ginning to end, the quotation is brutal 
and disgusting, but the natives could 
only see in it a determination to make 
slaves of them; they could only feel that 
it represented American designs,

A Canal for Atlanta. 

The suggestion of Colonel John B. 
Peck that Atlanta should be connect- 
ed by canal with the Chattahoochée is 
one full of possibilities, 

Colonel Peck does -not present his 
views as containing an originai sug- 
gestion, but writes to:emphasize a pro- 
ject which was once before agitated in 
this city, but for which the people were 
not at that time prepared. The scheme 
was looked Over many years ago by men 
versed in physical develdpment, and the 
eonclusion was reached that a canal de- 
bouching from the Chattahoochee be- 
tween this city and Gainesville and run- 
ning again into the river at a point be- 
low the city, was entirely feasible; in 
fact, it was shown that nature had pro- 
vided a water shed to make easy the 
construction of such a work. 

The advantage of such a canal] would 
be beyond estimate. The furnishing 
of water power would do away with 
the heavy expenses of coal, and then 
there would be benefits of rates because 
of water connection, all of which would 
furnish such inducements as would ad- 
vance Atlanta materially in the com- 
mercial line. It would be entirely con- 
servative to say that the expenses of 
building the canal would be fully offset 
in a very short time by the advantages 
which would accrue to the business of 
the city therefrom. Atlanta would be- 
come conspicuously the great manufact- 
uring city of the south Atlantic seaboard 
as well as of the gulf coast. In va- 
riety and character of products her en- 
terprises would soon compare with the 
most miscellaneous of the greatest man- 
ufacturing centers of the north or west. 

Canal building has been reduced to 
such a science that the exact cost can 
be fully estimated before the work 
wotld be entered upon. The skill of 
engineering experts has reached that de- 
gree of perfection that to the minutest 
detail every expense can be anticipated. 
This being the case, one of the most 
notable works which our new manu- 
facturers’ association could undertake 
would be to secure the necessary sur- 
veys and estimates upon which this work 
could be done. ‘The expense for this 
information would be but slight, and as 
a result capitalists would have the ex- 
act cost of the work before them to guide 
them in making a decision as to what 
they would do. 

From a point indicated by Colonel 
Peck there would be a fall of seventy- 
five feet to Atlanta and two hundred 
feet to a point below Bolton, where he 
proposed canal would re-enter the river. 
This would furnish a waterfall sufficient 
to turn all the wheels which could possi- 
bly line he banks of the enterprise 
from beginning to end. The letter of 
Colonel Peek comes at an opportune 
time and deserves the most careful con- 
sideration, and should at least bring 
about the necessary.surveys which we 
are sure would be followed by a prose- 
cution of the work suggested 


Rudyard Kipling. * . 

At this writing, the condition of Mr 
Kipling, who is suffering from pneu- 
monia, hardly leaves room for hope that 
his strong will and remarkable vital- 
ity will be able to pull him through. 
Yet there is a possibility, and on this 
his friends and admirers, all- who love 
literature, will hang their hopes. 

Although Mr. Kipling is a young man 
who has hardly reached his prime, he 
stands today at the head of the creative 
writers of this generation, in both fic- 
tion and poetry. It may be said that 
his faculties find their highest expres- 
sion in his verse. This form of literary 
art seems to be best suited to his indi- 
viduality, which igs marked by a strong 
and successful desire to reach a given 
end in the shortest way, and to give to 
simplicity a new terseness and vigor. 

He feels the pulse of life and hears 
voices in all inanimate things that at- 
tract his attention. This gift is 
most beautifully brought out in his 
prose, as for instance “The Ship that 
Found Herself,’’ but it exists in his 
poems, where, by reason of the vague- 
ness that brevity gives, it takes on a 
new and surprising charm. It is in 
this way, in his prose, that he makes his 
characters, whether men, women, chil- 
dren, beasts or inanimate, loom up be- 
fore the reader with unexpected and 
sometimes startling distinctness. He 
lays bare the soul of reality that he 
may deal with the romance hid there. 
Given the individual and his energies, 
the character will come out. 

Mr. Kipling does not create character 


in the style so familiar with his con- 


t®mporaries. He seems to employ new 
tools and new gauges, and works on 
larger and more insistent lines. What- 
ever he touches is summoned to ex- 
pose itself instantly; draperies fall away, 
then the accretions of  civiliza- 
tion scale off, the veneering of 
society cracks and drops, the orna- 
mentations of carpentry come clattering~ 
down, and there is the Thing before 
you, whether man, beast or machine. 
You may not admire’ it, you may shud- 
der, but there it is in ail its reality; in 
all its pathos, too, if you will but see it, 
and with the halo of romance hovering 
over it. 
Women, it is said, do mot like Mr. 
Kipling’s books. It is a pity, if true, 
for though they may shiver at some 
things they find there, and have their 
sensitive nerves jarred by others, yet 
the moral aspect and atmosphere with 
which he surrounds his creations are 
high and wholesome. ‘Whoever sets 
out to depict man at play or in business 
has to do withan animal. This know!- 
edge came so early to Mr. Kipling 
that it must be labeled as an inspiration 
of genius, and he has made such start- 
ling use of it as to offend some of us 
who vainly imagine that civilization has 
changed man’s nature; but who would 
forego the pleasure of beholding some- 
thing vital on that account? 
Mr. Kipling has been the victim of 


ters, crude and boyish, and brought them 
outina volume. Their tone and tenour 
naturally gave offense to those who 
think they have in charge the reputation 
of the republic. They treated the let- 
ters as if they were freshly written, as 
if they contained Mr. ‘Kipling’s maturest 
judgments and opinions. Naturally, 
these attacks did not tend to give the 
young author a very exalted idea of 
American newspapers, and he has man- 
aged to give the cold shoulder to the 
reporters sent to “interview.” , 

Mr. Kipling’s latest volume of 
poems contains a set of verses on the 
American. Though these verses are 
calculated to give offense to the over- 
sensitive they contain the happiest 
and aptest characterization of the aver- 
age American that has even been put in 
print. ; 

This is not the time nor the place to 
present a serious appreciation of Mr. 
Kipling’s genius. Should death over- 
take him, the literature-English-speak- 
ing world will have lost its most virile 
and original contributor. He has done 
much, but a great deal more is left for 
him to do. He turns a new light on 
whatever he touches and his vigorous 
hand can ill be spared. 


Tonight at the Grand. 

Those who fail to attend the unique 
entertainment at the Grand opera house 
tonight under the auspices of the Young 
Men’s Library Association will regret it. 

Nothing of the kind has ever before 
been attempted in Atlanta. This decid- 
edly original entertainment will be in 
the nature of a mock session of the 
Georgia legislature called together for 
the purpose of considering the question 
of equal suffrage. Speaker John D. Lit- 
tle will preside over the session, and the 
presence of tthis distinguished young 
parliamentarian on the stage will render 
the deliberations all the more realistic 
and impressive. Several of the most 
prominent business and professional 
men of Atlanta will temporarily become 
legislators for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the merits of the question. There 
will be no restrictions imposed upon the 
number of speakers and everybody who 
can obtain the recognition of the chair 
will be privileged to participate in the 
proceedings. Mrs. Charlotte Perkins 
Stetson will be one of the distinguished 
champions of the measure to be dis- 
cussed tonight. 

From present indications the Grand 
opera house will be crowded tonight. 
Whatever sum of money is realized from 
the proceeds will be applied to the re- 
ception of the delegates of the American 
Library Association, which meets in an- 
nual convention in Atlanta in May. 


Women in Saloons. 

The answer of Mayor Woodward to 
the Salvation Army that women would 
not be allowed to enter saloons but 
draws attention to the excellent char- 
acter of our liquor regulations. One of 
the most shameful developments of the 
liquor business in many cities is the 
participation of women both before and 
behind the bar. Notwithstanding all 
the arguments which may be made in 
regard to the equality of the sexes, the 
fact remains that when a woman is good 
she shines as an angel high above the 
best of men, and when she is bad she 
sinks to an equal degree below him. The 
presence of women, therefora, in bar- 
rooms has become a sight so disagree- 
able as to shock the public sense. <A 
kindred evil connected with barrooms is 
the presence of children, no matter 
whether sent there by their thirst for 
drink or as the messengers of others. 

In the liquor regulations of the city 
of Atlanta these evils were fully con- 
sidered, and every precaution was taken 
to render their introduction impossible, 
The law has worked well and has been 
excellent in its effects, minimizing to 
the greatest degree possible under the 
circumstances the evil connected with 
the liquor trade. 

While, of course, the women connected 
with the Salvation Army did not intend 
to avail themselves of any of the priv- 
ileges of the places which they sought to 
visit, yet their presence would have been 
distasteful to the people at large and 
might have led the way to troubles not 
anticipated. There are men enough to 
do all the business which may be re- 
quired to be done in such places, and 
the less women have to do with them, 
the better. Let them build up the sen- 
timent of hands off, and in the end they 
will win more than by seeking an open 
door.

Editor Constitution—If there is any one 
thing which more than another tends to 
ruin the young men of this country it is 
going in debt, and especially if they do 
so with the so-called private financiers or 
bankers or loan companies which charge 
interest anywhere from 2 per cent to 5 per 
cent a month. Atlanta is today infested 
with quite a large number of these insti- 
tutions and they have been the direct 
cause of the downfall of many a young 
man Who might otherwise have been an 
honor to his family and the community. 
These money lending sharks (no other rame 
will answer) make it easy for a young lan 
to borrow money—some of them even tak- 
ing orders on employers for salary—but 
when they once get the borrower into 
their clutches, then they make his life 
miserable until he pays up. They threaten 
garnishments, suits, notices to employers, 
etc., until the poor young fellow falls by 
going in deeper, finally to ruin and dis- 
grace. I do not think I am far from right 
when I estimate that at least 9 per cent 
of the clerks and other employees in this 
city are now or ‘have been in the toils of 
these money lenders, and I believe that if 


the business men will combine and agree to | 


stand by their employees in defeating the 
collections of these outrageous claims the 
time will come when the lender will ds very 
little business in the way of robbing ticse 
who may happen to become their victims. 
In other words, let every business man 
first call up his employees and see if ary 
of them are in the habit of borrowing 
money from any person or persons other 
than legitimate 8 per cent banks, and if 


they are, then persuade them to ‘et the’ 


sharks alone—at the same time employing 
a good lawyer to défend all cases of suits 
and garnishments where more than 8 per 
cent per annum has been charged. There 
is hardly a young man or other employee 
who cannot go to their employer and get 
assistance to any reasonable extent, and 
they would do so were it not for the casy 
methods of the 5 per cent per month money 
lenders. My attention has been called to 
one instance where a note was inade to 
one of these ‘“‘sharks”’ for $100, payable in 
ninety days, and at the end of that time 
an extension of sixty days was given, 
making five months in all. When the note 
was first made only $85 was given the 
maker, and when it was renewed or ex- 
tended for sixty days he had to pay $10 
for the privilege. Now, this is *obbery, 
pure and simple, and I understand that in 
New York state the laws make such a 
transaction a misdemeanor. The Constitu- 
tion ‘has done a great deal for Atlanta, and 
if it would start a crusade against these 
money lending schemes and schemers it 
will be entitled to the eratitude of the pto-

ATLANTA'S CANAL PROJECT 
SHOULD BE PUSHED FORWARD 


a 


Colonel John B. Peck Draws Attention to the Building of a 
Canal as the Most Necessary Work Now Before the 
Atlanta Public--Would Invite Manufacturers 
and Govern Railroad Rates. 


Editor Constitution—I believe that it will 
be generally admitted that any very con- 
siderable growth of this city in the fu- 
ture must come from the increase of its 
manufacturing industries. 

I entertain no doubt as to the fact that 
Atlanta has now gained such proportions 
as to insure a gradual growth from year 
to year out of its present resources. It 
can hold in the future, as in the past, the 
trade of a certain territory, but I do not 
believe any considerable expansion is pos- 
sible so far as the trade in other people's 
products is concerned. The present ad- 
justment of railroad rates‘is, in my opin- 
ion, substantially fixed so that it is be- 
yon@ the power of the railroads to change 
the co-relation existing between Atlanta 
and other markets. It will be perceived, 
that while this condition operates to pro- 
tect Atlanta in its present territory, it 


is a bar-to expansion. 

This being true, Atlanta can only in- 
crease its trade to the extent of its in- 
herent growth, so to speak, the excess 
of demand arising out of the increase of 
population within its own borders and 
within the territory it now supplics. We 
are not, and should not, be satisfied with 
a growth of this character. We can en- 
large our trading territory only by ex- 
panding the quantity and character of 
our productions. The railroads’ always 
have and always will encourage manu- 
facturing enterprises. It often happens 
that they are able to adjust rates to this 
end without disturbing the standard co- 
relation of rates, because for this class 
of business there are comparatively few 
competing points to be considered. Be- 
sides this, the establishing of factories is 
a double-barreled creator of railroad reve-~- 
nue. It creates a demand for carriage to 
the factoy of material an@ supplies, and 
from the factory of finished products, and 
stimulates travel in both directions. We 
may safely trust the railroads to do what- 
ever is manifestly for their own interests 
without fear of disappointment. 

Everybody understands how manufac- 
tories stimulate the growth of cities and 
towns, so that it Is unnecegsary to enlarge 
on that subject. j 

Now, what have we got to induce man- 
ufacturing on a jJarge scale? 

We have a climate that is unsurpassed 
on the globe. We are too high up for 
malaria and too low @own for consumption 
and its kindred diseases. With ordinary 
care, a healthy man, woman or child can 
remain so, so far as climatic influences 
are concerned, 

This is important, because sickness makes 
a hig hole in a laborer’s earnings, stop- 
ping the income and tncreasing the outgo, 

Then we are free from blizzards, cyclones 
and other damaging conditions which the 
atmosphere in other localities is apt to 
get into. If the manufacturer is careful 
about fire, he may reasonably expect to 
be able to run.every day in the. year, so 
far as the elements are concerned. 

As to transportation, hé can get rates 
and through bills of. lading to or from any 
point in this country, as well as to any 
foreign point he may .Wish to ship. 


As to financial facilitics, we have seven | 


banks of undoubted solvency, which are 
able to command all the capital that’ can 
be profitably used. 

It would be silly of course to claim that 
our city government has attained absolute 
perfection, but we can say that there has 
never at any time been any taint of cor- 
ruption or dishonesty; nor have errors 
been frequent or of sufficient importance 
to fasten them on the public memory. What 
we remember is that it has established a 
system of free public schools unexcelled 
in the union; that it has given us an abun- 
dant supply of pure water at very reason- 
able prices; that it supports a fire depart- 
ment known for its efficiency far and wide, 
and that by reason of these, our rates of 
insurance have been made as low as those 
of any community; that it has secured a 
maximum of safety to persons and proper- 
ty by an efficient police at a very reasona- 
ble cost; that all this has been done with- 
out oppressive taxation. These are con- 
ditions whict™commend the city to both 
the manufacturer and his employees, . for 
nothing is of greater importance to the 
manufacturer and more conducive to suc- 
cessful manufacturing than favorable con- 
ditions for the operatives, 

T’o shorten a story which might be made of 
considerable length, we have an up-to-date 
city, well equipped and effettively, though 
economically, governed, and which offers 
rare advantages to the manufacturer. ‘This 
is proved by the fact that without any 
special effort in that direction we have a 
large number of manufactures of various 
kinds, which have proved, with very rare 
exceptions, to be prosperous industries, 

What we lack to put Atlanta in the very 
front rank as a manufacturing center is 
cheaper power. It is’ true that we are less 
than 150 miles from coal mines, and that 


steam coal can be and is purchased very 
cheaply. Still the item of fuel is an impor- 
tant factor in the annual expenses of a 
factory, and if this item can be reduced 
one-half or more suc# reduction would be 
a vefy valuable accession to our present 
advantages. 

I believe this can be done by the city, and 
that the city would not only receive an 
immense indirect benefit therefrom, hut a 
handsome direct pfofit also. 

I think this can be done by tapping the 
Chattahoochee river at a point above At- 
lanta that will give from fifty to seventy- 
five feet fall at Atlanta, and construct- 
ing a canal frém such point to Bolton via 
Atlanta. The river at Bolton is at teast 
200 feet below Atlanta. The river above 
Atlanta is large enough (to give 
the necessary power without serious- 
ly diminishing the water flowing 
over the bed of the river. A canal 
can be built at a minimum cost, both as 
to construction and maintenance, because 
there will be but few small streams to 
cross and the soil for the entire distance ts 
of such a character as to support the 
sides of the canal without requiring the aid 
of masonry. 

The idea is not original with me, but was 
advanced some vears ago by Mr. H. I. 
Kimball, but so far as I know. no active 
steps were taken nor were any surveys 
made. 

It seems to me that the present is a 
most favorable time to investigate as to 
whether such a scheme is practicable. It 
would take but a small amount to have 
such surveys made as would demonstrate 
whether the scheme is practicable and to 
make an approximate estimate of its ¢«cét. 
If it should prove to be feasible, the nioney 
can be obtained at a very low rate of in- 
terest and labor can be had at very rea- 
sonable prices. 

To my mind the time seems opportune for 
other reasons. Commercial prosperity al- 
“ways has, and probably always will, run 
in waves like the oeean. It has been down 
in the trough of the sea, so to speak, for 
an unusually long time. It is now evidentiy 
rsing toward the crest, slowly as such 
movements always begin, but with contin- 
uous and accelerated velocity capital is 
emerging from its hiding places; still some- 
what cautious, but yet anxious to make 
safe investments. Judging the future by 
past experience, there seems no reasonable 
doubt that within the next three years com- 
mercial prosperity will be again riding near 
the crest of the ‘wave. 

More than this, southern manufacturing 
in the past has ‘been largely on an experi- 
mental basis. Experience has demonstrated 
that it is not only feasible but safe and 
profitable, 

Under such circumstances I think no man 
will deny that vhe proposed addition to the 
advantages which Atlanta already has, 
would swell her manufacturing interests 
immensely, would, in fact, place her on an 
enduring foundation with a capacity for 
an almost indefinite expansion. The only 
question to be considered seems to’ be, can 
such a canal be built at a reasonable cost? 
It is within the power of the civil engineer 
to answer this question before the construc- 
tion of the canal as we!l as afterwards. 
No risk of failure need or should be taken 
beyond the cost of the necessary surveys, 
and even this*’should not be done without 
careful investigation. Fortunately, we 
have a well organized chamber of com- 
merce composed of able and conservative 
men, and in process of organization the 
Business League, made up of citizens anx- 
ious to promote the interests of the city 
and abundantly qualified to accomplish 
their purpose. I venture the opinion that 
this subject is worthy the attention of 
either of these organizations—indeed, of 
both of them, and that however doubtful 
the proposition may seem 4t first, as kKnowl- 
edge thereof is gained, its practicability 
will become more apparent and the inves- 
tigation more interesting. 

This is the fifty-third year I have wit- 
nessed the growth of Atlanta. I do not re- 
member a single instance during that period 
in which any enterprise seriously under- 
taken to promote the growth of the city 
has resulted in failure. There have, of 
course, been obstacles to be surmounted 
and difficulties to be overcome, but they 
have faded away before the united energy 
and intelligence of its citizens. While it 
is true that no enterprise has been before 
suggested of such magnitude as this, Is it 
not also true that the Atlanta of today is 
better equipped to promote it than the At- 
lanta of the past was to complete what 
has already been done? 

If it be true, as I have been assured by 
what I regard as most reliable authority, 
that the Great Creator so constructed the 
Chattahoochee river that it is practicable 
for the city of Atlanta to subject a por- 
thon of its waters to its use and control, it 
will form a new chapter in Atlanta’s histo- 
ry if she fails to avail herself of its ben- 
efits.

There were no new important develop- 


ments in the Ponder murder case yesterday. 

The detectives are working to locate the 
negro who was said to have been hired by 
Bankston and Pendley to wait at the store 
of Steinau on the night of the murder. 
There is some doubt in the minds of the 
Officers as to whether or not there was 
such a person, 

It will be ‘remembered that at the inves- 
tigation which was made just after the 
murder a man testified that ihe saw a per- 
son running by the corner of Loyd and 
Hunter streets a few minutes after the 
crime was committed, and away from the 
--geene. It was never definitely known if 
the person seen running was a negro or a 
white man. It may have been Pendley or 
it may have been the negro who is so much 
wanted. 

If there was a negro watching or wait- 
ing at the front dvuor of the liquor house 
and he was hired by Bankston, his testi- 
mony would be positive and direct evidence 
that Bankston ani Pendley committed the 
crime and would be the only further proof 
needed to fasten the guilt upon and convict 
the two men now believed to be the mur- 
derers, 

The Evidence So Far Secured. 

The €vidence against Pendley and Banks- 
ton up to date is as follows: 

The confession of Pendley. 

The testimony of John Rice about Banks- 
ton hiring him to act as watchman at the 
Brown building on the night of the mur- 
der. 

The ‘evidence of James H. Clark corrobo- 
rating the testimony of Rice about Banks- 
ton hiring Rice. 

The evidence of Heard Thompson, stat- 
ing that Pendley and Bankston were to- 
gether. 

The false statements of Bankston, who 
made denials that have been proven to be 
utterly false. 

To offset this Bankston will have to show 
that he has not told falsehoods, and he 
will have to prove an alibi and show exact- 
ly where he was at the time the murder

LIVING AT HOME. 


A Virginia Newspaper’s Comment on 
a Constitution Criticism. 
From The Lynchburg, Va., Advance. 

The Atlanta Constitution received a spe- 
dial dispatch from Harmony Grove, in 
Georgia, which is here subjoined: 

“Today there arrived in this place a car- 
load of western meat for sale to the people 
thereabouts. This meat was consigned to 
four of our largest grocerymen. Its arrival 
indicates a state of affairs which will be 
self-evident to all who hear of it.’’ 

The Constitution makes this dispatch the 
text for an earnest appeal to the farmers of 
Georgia to raise their own supplies of bread 
and meat and not only enough for their 
own families, but a surplus to feed those of 
their neighbors who are engaged in other 
than agricultural pursuits. The Constitution 
exclaims: 

“What avails it if we get our twenty or 
twenty-five million dollars for ‘cotton and 
then have to send much of it to Chicago 
and Kansas City for side meat and corn? 
The bare suggestion is so full of pathos 
and helplessness that it is impossible to find 
words with which to@domment upon it. 
Here, in the city of Atlanta, we find mill- 
ions of dollars every year spent for edibles 
which could be raised immediately around 
the city, and still there are farmers coming 
into the city with nothing in their wagons, 
asking for credit upon which to go back 
and begin a@ year’s work.”’ 

The strictures of The Constitution apply 
with equal force to many other localities 
in the south. How is it with Lynchburg an#i 
the surrounding country? This section of 
the state is pre-eminently agricultural: yet 
it is a common sight. to see wagons going 
out from Lynchburg loaded with corn, 
flour, meat and hay, produced in other 
states, purchased in this market for con- 
sumption on the farms in the surrounding 
countries. No wonder the country people 
complain of hard times, when, although 
they are engaged in farming, they do not 
produce food enough for home consumption, 
to say nothing about a surplus to feed the 
city people. The people of Georgia depend 
too exclusively on the cotton crop. The 
farmers of this section rely too much on 
the less remunerative and more uncertain 
tobacco crop. What avails it to send a 
wagon joad of tobacco to market and then 
spend the proceeds in the purchase of food 
supplies that might better have been raised 
at home? 

It is folly to. expect prosperity for an 
agricultural community that does not even 
produce its own food. It cannot be urged as 
an excuse that the lands of this section are 
too poor for farming. Here and there, in 
every community, may he found intelligent, 
thrifty farmers, whose experience contra- 
dicts that assertion. We do not believe that 
our farmers are lazy, but too many of them 
are following antiquated methods, failing to 
adapt themselves to new conditions and 
new surroundings. ae 

Brain is as necessary aS muscle for the 
successful prosecution of farming opera 
tions. Our farmers should do more thinking 
instead of plodding on in the old way. The 
oft-repeated question, ‘‘Does farming pay?’’ 
has many times been answered in the af- 
firmative by men who have pursued the 


business with intelligence and enterprise, - 


as well as industry. Tobacco furnishes too 
narrow @ foundation on which to build the 
superstructure of a prosperous community. 
It cannot be too often repeated that diver- 
sity in farming is the road to success, He 
is the wise man.who discovers what special 
line of industry can be made profitable to 
him, and then follows that line with perse- 
verance and attention to minute details. 
The subject is one that deserves. the 
thoughtful consideration oi every man who 
hopes to make a living by cultivating the 
soil. It is a favorable time to take up the 
subject now and look at it in alj its bear- 

, so as to form judicious plans be- 
fore the active business of the year begins, 
when the stress of pressing labor will pre- 
clude much thought.

JOINT COMMITTEE’ MEETS FRIDAY

Session of Atlanta Members and Com- 
mittee from Agricultural Society 
Friday Morning Will Be 
the Most Important 
Held So Far. 


At a meeting of the Atlanta committee on 
the state fair, held in the office of Mayor 
Woodward yesterday at noon, definite plans 
were agreed upon for the general conduct 
of the undertaking, which will be submitted 
to the consideration of the joint committees 
at their session Friday morning. 

With very few exceptions all the mem- 
bers of the loca] committee were present 
yesterday when the meeting was called to 
order by Chairman Northen and consider- 
aLle enthusiasm was displayed at the 
complete success which has attended the 
fair movement up to date. 

Chairman Northen, in calling the session 
of the committee to order, stated no secre- 
tary had been chosen by the committee and 
suggested that it would be well to fill that 
position ag once. T. H. Martin, who had 
acted in the capacity of temporary secre- 
tary with great ability, was nominated and 
chosen for the position without opposition. 

The chairman urged,the necessity of 
prompt attendance at all the meetings, so 
that the work before the members could be 
accomplished without delay and thus enable 
them to return to their business sooner 
than otherwise. He stated that members 
who had been assigned by him to the chair- 
manship of sub-committees had stated in 
some cases that they were unfamiliar with 
the work that would devolve upon that 
committee, but ‘were more than willing to 
do their share to make the state fair a com- 
plete success. | 

Gavernor Northen explained his reasons 
for selecting the committeemen and em- 
phasized the fact thatdt.was not so much 


his desire to Ect experts on the committees 
as thoroughly awake business men, who 
would lookout for the interests of the fair 
at the same time they attended to their 
duties on the committee. , 
City ani Country Brought Together. 

In outlining his idea of what the fair 
should Le, Governor Northen said: 

“Atlanta cannot live on itself, and we 
must and of right should put ourselves in 
close touch with the people of the counh- 
try. We hear at times of a certain antago- 
nism between the cities and the country 
sections. Such a spirit, if it ever existed, is 
most unfortunate, for one community nat- 
urally depends upon the other, and the most 
hearty friendship between the two should 
at all times be cultivated. 

“My idea of what the fair should be is 
that no fakes should be allowed on the 
grounds and that we have a wholesome, 
clean and thoroughly interesting exhibition 
of the products of the state and the things 
that will bring advancement and progress 
to the people. I don’t believe, for instance, 
in taking a country boys money from him 
without letting him get something in re- 
turn for it.’’ 

The ideas expressed by the chairman of 
the committee met with the most hearty 
approval of all present, although it was 
recognized by all that it was too early to 


@take action regarding what should be al- 


lowed concessions and what not. 
Subscription Committee Reports. 

Chairman Cabaniss, of the subscription 
committee, was called upon for a statement 
of the work done recently Ly his commit- 
teemen and the result announced by him 
was highly satisfactory. He reported that 
up to date between $11,000 and $12,000 had 
been subscribed by the business men of the 
city. This sum, according to the calcula- 
tions of Governor Northen, was considered 
sufficient for the complete success of the 
fair, but Chairman Cabaniss stated that the 
work of ‘his committee had not stopped and 
that he expected to put into the treasury 
at least $2,000 or $3,000 more. All of the sub- 
committees appointed to the citizens in dif¢ 
ferent lines of business had handed in their 
full list of subscriptions. and the total 
amount will in all probability exceed $14,000. 

Governor Northen desired that the 
finances of the fair should be conducted 
in a, thoroughly business way and did not 
believe that one cent should be put to any 
use that would not be of benefit to the 
fair. He was of the opinion that the chair- 
man of the finance committee should carry 
the purse of the fair and that nothing 
should be. pald out that did not bear the 
indorcement af that office's! 

Want Secretary and Treasurer. 

Tt was the opinion of Chairman Northen 
and the members of the committee 
that the secretary and treasurer of 
the fair should be taken from 
the Atlanta committee, while the president 
came from the agricultural society. A 
motion was passed during the meeting 
making it the sense of the committee that 
these two officials be selected from the At- 
lanta committee. It is believed that no op- 
position will be made by any one to this 
plan and that everything wil} work along 
as smoothly in the future as it has done in 
the past.

Dr. Frissell Visits Atlanta To Awaken 
Interest in the Subject Among 
the Negroes Here. 


Dr. H. B. Frissell, principal of the Hamp- 
ton Normal and Agricultural institute, is 
in Atlanta for the purpose of ushering in 


industrial education. 

The institute of which he is principal 
is one of the many schools in this country 
for the education of the negro race. This 
is the school from which Booker T. Wash- 
ington, the distinguished negro educator, 
who is now at the head of the Tuskeegee 
Normal and Industrial institute at Tus- 
keegee, Ala., graduated some twenty years 
ago, and from which other prominent and 
useful members of the race have gradu- 
ated in eubsequent years. 

Instead of educating the negro for poli- 
tics or for professional employments and 
pursuits in which he cannot possibly bene- 
fit either himself or his race at the present 
time, except in rare instances, the Hamp- 
ton Normal and Agricultural institute de- 
velops him on practical lines purely and 
enabies him, while engaged in earning his 
own livelihood, to contribute his individual 
part toward the material and industrial 
development of the country. There are com- 
paratively few openings at the present time 
for those members of the race whose ac- 
complishments are limited to Greek and 
Latin conjugations and most of them will 
Sooner or later find that they are sad 
misfits in the literary and scientific occu- 
pations in which they expect to engage; 
but there are scores upon scores of open- 
ings for those members of the race whose 
manual preparation qualifies them to grap- 
ple with the material and industrial prob- 
lems of the age. In educating the negro 
Mn strictly practical lines the Hampton 


Normal and Agricultural institute is not | 


only accomplishing good results, but is 
showing to the world at large where phil-

ricultural institute is doing for the negro 
race, ‘‘We believe that our educational 
methods,” said Dr. Frissell, “contain the 
solution of the negro problem. When the 
student leaves our classrooms he is thor- 
oughly equipped with practical ideas. There 
is nothing visionary or sentimental in the 
irstruction which he gets from wus and 
consequently he goes forth into the world 
with the ability to contribute in some 
measure toward the growth of the country, 
as well as with the ability to support him- 
self. Barely thirty years have passed since 
the school was founded under the wise di- 
rection of General S. C. Armstrong, the 
first principal, but during that time we 
have educated not less than 6,000 students, 
most of whom are now scattered. broadcast 
over the country doing good work. Yes- 
tercay I met one of them in Atlanta and 
I found that he was paying taxes on prop- 
erty worth $5,000. We teach some Indians, 
but most of our students are negroes. In- 
cluded among the different branches of in- 
struction which we teach in the school are: 
Agriculture, blacksmithing, harness-making, 
piastering, engineering, carpentry, paint- 
ing, printing, cabinet making, brick laying, 
wheel wrighting, mechanics, book- 
keeping, dressmaking and every oth- 
er line of practical work. Our 
on graduating are pre- 
pared to enter commercial life as well as 
to engage in some trade. In other words, 
they are thoroughly equipped for the prac- 
tical work which existing conditions have 
mapped out for them to do.’’ 

“The grounds of the Hampton Normal 
and Agricultural institute,’’ continued Dr. 
Frissell, ‘‘embrace 700 acres, which include 
two farms some distance off. Our property 

which is valued at $500,000, includes sixty 
insured buildings. In order to ryn the 
school the expenditure of something over 
$130,000 is required annually. Our sources 
of income are $20,000 from the Indian edu- 
cational fund, $10,000 from the Virginia land 
script fund, $7,000 from the Morrill agricul- 
tural fund, $20,000 from our endowment fund 
and $30,000 from benevolent patrons in the 
north. Of course we produce many things 
ourselves. Otherwise the cost of running 
the school on such ample proportions would 
be much greater. Much of the success of 
the school is due to the earnest work of 
General Armstrong, who occupied the exec- 
utive chair somes twenty-five years. My 
own indumbency began about five years 
ago, when I gave up the office of vice 
principal to assume my present position. 

here are now 1,000 students in the school.’’ 

Speaking of Booker T. Washington, who 
has acquired such wide distinction since 
graduating from the Hampton Normal and 
Agricultural institute, Dr. Frissell stated 
that he remembered him well, ‘‘Washing- 
ton graduated some twenty years ago, but 
he remaine 
years which immediately followed. In the 
prosecution of ‘his studies he displayed ex- 
ceptional aptitude, but gave little promise 
of the oratorical abilities which he has 
ctince exhibited in his efforts before the 
Public. We srecognized the fact that he 
possessed marked intellectual gifts, but of 
course we could not foreshadow the phe- 
nomenal success which he has achieved 
in educational work. OtHer graduates of 
our school, though less broadly known 
than Washington, are doing equally good 
work.” 

Dr. Frissell addressed the negroes of 
Atlanta at Bethel church last Sunday night 
and at Friendship church last night. On 


beth occasions he discussed educational - 


matters in connection with the great. work 
in which he is engaged ‘at Hampton, 
and succeeded in arousing profound 
interest among his auditors. Dr. 
Frissell deserves warm encouragement in 
the practical efforts which he is making 
for the elevation of the n gro. 

Dr. Frisseil gave an excecdingly 
interesting lecture, with stereopticon views, 


at Big Bethel African Methodist Episcopal 
church Sunday night. 

His lecture consisted of a running 
commentary on the different pictures 
thrown on a screen at one end of the 
church and his remarks were @ weig‘hty ar- 
gument for a more ‘practical educat on 
than the average negro receives. Views 
of the school buildings of Hampton .were 
first shown. These were supplemented by 
pictures illustrating the material proxress 
of pupils from the time of their first en- 


at the school during the two | 


ing. To the majority of the spectators 
present Dr. Frissell’s discourse, supple- 
mented as it was by practical illustrations 
of the results of a thorough manual train- 
ing, was a revelation. All through the 
lecture Dr. Frissell sought to bring out in 
bold relief the dignity of work of all kinds 
and to decry the tendency among crtain 
classes of negroes in thinking that educa- 
tion should necessarily mean a divorce from 
manual Jabor. 

His remarks were listened to with close 
attention and his words seemed to make 
a great impression on his hearers. One of 
the most interesting of the different sexes 
of pictures was that showing interiors of 
the various departments where the pupils, 
both male and female, were actively en- 
gaged in work of all kinds, from mechani- 
cal drawing and carpentering to cooking 
and dressmaking. As a practical illustra- 


tion of the evolution from poverty and | 


idleness to thrift and industry, the pic- 
tures were a collection of human documents 
of more than ordinary interest. 


Professor Brown Speaks. 

After the conclusion of Dr, Frissell’s re- 
marks Professor H. M, Brown, a graduate 
of the Hampton Normal and Agricultural 
institute, made a very forcible and emi- 
nently practical talk on the necessity of. 
manual training. He emphasized his re- 
marks by some exceedingly clear cut il- 
lustrations. 

“When I was in Liberia,’’ he said, ‘I 
once saw two farms adjacent to each oth- 
er. They had the same soil, consisted of 
the same acreage and originally cost the 
game. The price asked for one of these 
farms was $3,000; the price of the other was 
$100, just what it had cost the owner. ‘The 
reason was obvious. The owner of one 
was a man of thrift and industsy and ener- 
gy and had improved his land and made it 
fruitful; the owner of the other was a man 
of sloth and had expended but little work 
on his land. 

“Just as the daily swinging of a hammer 
reacts upon the muscles and makes ‘them 
stronger, so does all conscientious, well 
directed work react upon the whole moral 
nature of a man. 

““‘Work—never ending work—has made the 
white race what it is today. For thousands 
of years your forefathers lived in that rich- 
est of continents, Africa. And yet they did 
not rise superior to their environment and 
progress as their white brother was doing. 
Why? Because they did not work. 

“‘When the negroes were brought to this 
country and placed in bondage they were 
compelled to work, whether or no, but nat- 
urally they shirked, and the work of a per- 
son who shirks—who works simply because 
he is forced to—does not tend to i:nprove or 
elevate, 

“The moment you show the white man 
that you have something to offer; that your 
education is such as is conducive to prac- 
tical results, that moment the white man 
respects you. No one respects an idler.”

Cold Wave Causes Prices Te Take a 
Sudden Jump. 


Farmers Who Have Vegetables Are 
Reaping a Golden Harvest. 


A QUESTION OF SUPPLY AND DEMAND 


Eggs Are Now 30 Cents a Dozen with 
the Indications Favoring An- 


other Advance. 


_— 


An egg famine is imminent in Atlanta. 

This fact is due to the freaks of the 
thermometer some days ago. As soon as 
the zero mark was reached the hens from 
Florida to Maine seemed to ‘have decided 
to go on a strike, and the result is that 
new laid eggs are ag sCarce today as the 
proverbial hen’s teeth, and the occasional 
cackle in the barnyard has been nothing 
but a piece of pure maliciousness on the 
part of the cackler. : 

Eggs at this time of the year usually 
bring 15 cents a dozen; now they are cheap 
at 30 cents a dozen and the end is not in 
sight. In fact, unless more eggs reach 
this market, and that rapidly, the price 
will go up to 50 cents in the next few days. 
Already that is the market price in New 
York and other northern cities, 

A prominent commission merchant said 
yesterday that as long as the price remain- 
ed what it is in the north but. few eggs 
could be bought for less in the south, as the 
southern farmers will ship all their eggs to 
northern markets. He stated that where 
he had been in the habit of buying daily 
three and four cases, containing thirty-six 
dozen in a case, he had only been able to 
buy one case in the past six days. 

Other farm products have advanced pro- 
portionately. Florida cabbages cannot be 
bought at ali, and New York cabbages that 
formerly sold for $16 a ton are now selling 
for $50 a ton, Irish potatoes have jumped 
from 60 cents a bushel to 87% cents. Onions, 
the market value of which at tnis time of 
the year is usually 3 to 60 e@ntem-bushel, 
are now quoted at from $1 to $1.10 & bushel. 
California oranges are selling. from 26 cents 


to 50 cents a crate higwer, accordifig to the 
variety. r ot 

The farmers throughout the south had 
large stocks of potatoes, onions and cab- 
bages stored away for the early spring 
trade. All of this, together with the large 
amount of vegetable stuff in transit at the 
time of the recent cold wave, was frozen 
and had to be thrown away. 

The commission merchants deny that the 
advance is due to anything but,the severe 
weather. One of them, in speaking of the 
matter yesterday, said: 

“It is simply a question of supply and 
demand. Farmers can get better prices Ly 
shipping their eggs north, and no one can 
blame them. It may work a temporary 
hardship on the general public, but the 
farmers will see good times for some time 
to come. I don’t look for the present 
prices to lower for some time to come.”’

MERITS OF COTTON MANY. 


Situation Never More Favorable for a 
Marked Advance. 


From The New York Commercial. 

The increased interest in cotton and con- 
tinued activity in stocks and grain led to 
conjectures as to the cause of the wathetic 
attitude of many old time outside specula- 
tors in cotton. Friends of the staole as- 
serted yesterday that the merits of the 
market were many; in fact, that the situa- 
tion was never more favorable to a mark- 
ed advance in prices than at the present 
time. It was argued that the long interest 
had been materially reduced within the 
past two or three weeks, while the short 
account had been correspondingly ircreased 
on hopes that better weather ‘ould result 
in a decided enlargement of the crop move- 
ment. Field work throughout the cotton 
belt is far behind a normal season, while 
the amount of fertilizers possassed by 
planters was reported as exceptionally mica- 
ger in proportions. That demand for the 
medium and higher grades spot cotton hu!ds 
good is demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of the most exacting bull by the fact 1tlat, 
notwithstaning the recent break in futures 
here, at New Orleans and at Liverpool 
prices in spot markets steadily rose. The 
cloth and yarn markets of the country, 
and for that matter abroad as well, were 
never in better shape than at the moment. 
Spinners’ stocks of raw material are known 
to be inadequate to tide them over until 
new cotton comes into play, which n.eans 
that the enormous stocks at Liverpool are 
not to be taken literally as an excess. The 
Neil estimate has few friends on this spde 
of the water, and is slowly losing its 
hold upon even these adheren‘s. Abroad 
opinion is very much mixed, although on 
the average sentiment is bearish. The 
spring freshet subject is still gaining as an 
important factor and promises to take a 
prominent part among nearby influences. 
Late advices confirm earlier reports of un- 
usually large accumulations of snow and 
ice around the head waters of the Missis- 
sippt and Missouri rivers and in the lake 
regions, and unless conditions happen to 
be particularly favorable to a slow melting 
of this mass, a flood of even greater pro- 
portions than that of a year ago will un- 
doubtedly be experienced. That planters in 
the low lands of the Mississippi valley are 
not unmindful of this fact may readily be 
inferred from the statement that already 
means are being put forth to strengthen 
the levees where doubt as to their ability 
to hold out is entertained. _

Later Rise Was Mostly Lost on Selling 
Movement, Accompanied by Har- 
dening in Call Money. 


New York, February 27.—The stock mar- 
ket continued very irregular to day, and 
left off rather heavy, but with fractional 
advances in the prominent shares. The 
railway shares assumed more prominence 
in the dealings than of late, important 
nuctuations occurring from time to time 
in those, properties,’ during which the spe- 
cialties were temporarily relegated to the 
brackground. Prices were receding when 
toward noon it was reported that Aguinaldo 
was inclined to accept pacific overtures, 
and a rally ensued: London was a moder- 
ate purchaser.

WHEAT CLOSED FRACTION UP 


Corn 1-4c and Oats a Shade Higtier. 
Provisions Closed Weak at 2 1-2c¢ 
to 17 1-2c Lower. 


Chicago, February 27.—Enormous clear- 
ances and big exports today, in addition 
to the circulation of numerous crop. dam- 
age reports, strengthened wheat and May 
left off at an advance of %@@%c. Com 
rose %ce and oats closed a shade high¢®. 
Pork lost 17%@20c, lard 5c and ribs 2%@%. 

Freezing temperatures today throughout 
the wint wheat belt, where there. was 
heavy rain yesterday and Saturday, caused 
a good deal of anxiety regarding the winter 
plant, and the market opened very firm. 
May started %c higher at 73%@73%ec, but 
met considerable selling by scalpers brought 
about by indiffent cables, and the price 
sagged to 73c. The weakness did not last 
long, “however, as Russian shipments ‘last 
week were found to have been only 664,000 
bushels and the receipts at domestic mur- 
kets indicated some reduction of farmers’ 
deliveries. Chicago received 78 cars, of 
which only 12 graded contract. Minneapolis 
and Duluth got 540 carloads, compared with 
660 a week ago and 362 for the same day 
last year. World’s shipments to Europe 
for the week aggregated 6,324,000 busheis, 
the greater portion coming from this coun- 
try. The visible supply showed 302,000 
bushels increase, which about satisfied the 
expectations concerning it. Atlantic port 
clearances of wheat and flour for the day 
exceeded 1,000,000 and New York reported 
export sales of thirty-four boat loads. The 
downward tendency of foreign markets, 
however, somewhat dampened the spirits 
of the bulls and prevented the full fruition 
that might otherwise have arisen from 
those two announcements. ay did not get 
above 73%c and closed at 73sec. 

A smaller increase in the visible than 
expected, large clearances and moderate 
receipts strengthened corn. Commission 
houses and elevator concerns bought freely, 
but at the improvement realizing set in 
and part of the gain was lost. Receipts 
were 498 cars. May opened “%@%c higher 
at 3644@35%c, rose to 36%c, sold off to 36%c 
and closed at 36%c sellers. 

There was a good demand for oats from 
concerns who were taking off hedges on 
cash lots for shipment, and the market 
ruled firm throughout. Cash demand con- 
tinued good, and 100,000 bushels were taken 
here for shipment, Receipts were large, 
amounting to 2,400 cars. May began tec up 
at 2614c, advanced to 28%28%c, sold off to 
27%@28c and closed at 28@28'«c. 

The expectation of finding considerable 
addition to stocks of cut meats and lard 
when the result of the stock-taking becomes 
known March Ist depressed provisions. 
This caused the liquidation of more long 
property than could he absorbed without 
submitting to some reduction in price, and 
the latter alternative was accepted. May 
pork opened a shade lower at $9.55@9.57%, 
declined to $9.37% and closed at $9.37144@9.40.

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MRS. STETSON 
DISCUSSES THE 
SERVANT QUESTION 


mye Atianta Woman's Club was called 
to order yesterday afternoon for a business 
meeting from 3 until 4 o’clock, after which 
Mrs. Stetson lectured on the “Servant 
Question.” The club rooms were filled with 
the many admirers aniong the women of, 
Atlantae whom Mrs. Stetson has secured 
during her week’s visit here, and she was 


received with enthusiasm, 

Before her arrival, however, several] im- 
portant subjects were disposed of by the 
club. After the official reports, Mrs. Pattil- 
lo read a letter from Hon. Hoke Smith in 
answer to a protest sent by the woman’s 
club to the board of education against the 
abolishment of the business department of 
the Girls’ High school. _In this connection 
Mr. Smith explained that he had intro- 
@aced the resolution to establish the busi- 
ness department, and that itd success since 
its introduction was sufficient to induce him 
to advocate its continuance. He declared 
himself in sympathy with the idea of in- 
' troducing industrial training in the lower 
grades and thanked the club for seconding 
this movement. ' 

The report of the proceedings of the 
executive board for the past four mionths 
was read and approved. Attention was 
drawn to the fact’ that the advertising 
board was not filled, and the club members 
were urged to patronize the merchants who 
advertise through the club. 

Mrs. Pattillo read an extract from a cir- 
cular recently issued by the National Fed- 
eration, calling upon the various state fed- 
erations to compile statistics of female la- 
bor in their sections. A committee, com- 
posed of Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, chair- 
man; Mrs. James W. Thomas, Mrs. Woolf, 
Mrs. Oliver and Mrs. Hamilton Dougiass, 
Was appointed to prepare this account of 
the number, condition, etc., of the wage- 
earning women of Georgia. 

By request of the state federation, a 
committee was named to find out the line 
of study, methods of teaching, etc., in 
the country schools. This committee con- 
sists of Mrs. Gude, chairman; Mrs. Mc- 
Cabe, Mrs. Wilkes, Mrs. Bunker and Miss 
Sergeant. 

Mrs. L. B. Nelson announced that on 
March 15th there would be exhibited at 
the club a collection of pictures suitabie 
as studies for children, and all the ladies 
were requested to lend for the occasion any 
works of art which might be appropriate. 
Mrs. Nelson explained that the object of 
the exhibition was to encourage the in- 
troduction. of pictures to the school room 
aud other beautifiers of these usually bare 
apartments, and her opinions of the vast 
influence which portraits of great men and 
images of elevating subjects generally ex- 
ert upon the impressionable minds of 
children were applauded by the women 
present. Mrs. Nelson said that a number 
of Atlanta artists, when approached upon 
the subject, eagerly agreed to lend their 
works of art, and the only difficulty now 
Ties in finding Subjects easy for children to 
understand. By the appointed time, how- 
ever, there will no doubt be an interesting 
collection, as the women present promised 
to co-operate in. making the affair suc- 
cessful. 
something of her work in tne eountry 
schools, and she responded in a brief and 
informal report. She stated that ten loan 
libraries had been formed and that they 
were a source of great pleasure to those 
who had access to the books. Children’s 
books are much in demand, and the club 
members were reminded to bring donations 
for these little seekers after knowledge. 

When Mrs. Stetson arrived, Mrs. Pattillo 
resigned the chair to Mrs. Lowe, who in- 
troduced the lecturer. 

Mrs. Stetson stated at the outset that she 
was about to deliver, not a lecture, but 
merely a talk, and that the Jadies were at 
liberty to interrupt at will with questions 
or opinions. In beginning she declared that 
the whole civilized world is now finding 
difficulty in the servant question; that this 
agitation is not confined to the north or 
the south, or to any section, but is con- 
cerning every advanced nation. 

One mistake which is being made by those 
who experience this vexation is that eacu 
woman proclaims on all occasions her per- 
sonal difficulty with her own incompetent 
servants, or boasts of their ability without 
considering that concerted action would be 
the only plan for adjustment of the trou. 
bie, which lies in the fact that those per- 
sons who have the ability to do the work 
don’t want to enter domestic service and 
those who want to do it are not capable. 

To ynderstand why it is that we are 
now burdened with this trouble which has 
not always existed, Mrs. Stetson declared 
that it would be necessary tc revi.w the 
evolution of labor. In the beginning of 
labor, all Work was done in the home: in 
fact, therd was at first nothing but the 
home, and each man worked for himself 
with no thought of outsiders. The | ten- 
dency in the evolution of labor, however, 
as in the evolution of any other living 
thing, Is to specialize, and with this special- 
ization came development. A man might 
build a loghouse by himself, but if he 
wished anything more elaborate than four 
Walls and a ceiling he would have to seek 
aia. frym some one else. With this need 
for assistance came the development of 
trade—the beginning of the special works 
of mansonry, carpentry, architecture, etc. 
Thus the work went out of the home; it 
was found easier and more profitable to 
secure the work of specialists. 

Only a few years ago, when the first 
Troy steam laundry was established, it 
aroused a storm of ridicule of its pur- 
pose, but now every man in @ community 
where there is a steam laundry patronizes 
the establishment and will hear of no 
other, Thus one branch after another of 
the work that wis once done at home has 
been sent abroad. until at present only two 
kinds of labor are left for the home, cook- 
tng and housekeeping. According to Mrs. 
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Mrs. McCabe was asked to tell® 


to exist between them—in the case of up- 
per servants, even a feeling of equality, 
for the position of domestics should, :n 
many cases, be preferable to work in cer- 
tain branches of trade. There is a differ- 
ence, however, between the domestic ser- 
vant and the employee; the latter is a 
step higher in the socia] evolution of la- 
bor, whose stages may be defined as 
slavery, serfdom, service, contract. 

With the increase of the professional ele- 
ment in labor, the servant is changing to 
the employee, and though we don’t like it, 
it is a fact. | 

Because of this change, Mrs. Stetson 
says, it is essential that every city should 
have an industria] training schoo] in which 
to prepare for the new order of things 
the vast amount of material which is in 
need of such help. And Mrs. Stetson de- 
clared that no city she had visited needed 
such an institution more than Atlanta. 
For here in the south the well trained 


Georgia children as can be taken care of 
there, and if other people in the state are 
as much interested in its success as ar; 
the citizens of Macon, Mr. Mumford will 
have no trouble in getting contributions.

COUNTY BOARD 10 
CONSIDER PETITIONS 


That of the Consolidated Asking for 
> Franchise To Come Up. 
MEETING ON WEDNESDAY 


Vice Chairman Rosser, According to 
Vote of Board, Will Preside. 


ANOTHER WARM SESSION IS EXPECTED 


Some Action Looking to Disposal of 
Old Jail May Be Taken, Also 
on Courthouse Annex, 


The regular meeting of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners wil) be held tomorrow af- 
ternoon. There are a large number of im- 
portant matters that are to come up for 
disposal and the session of the board will 
be a very lively one. ) oe 

The most important petit will Le that 
of the Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany, asking for a franchise along the Hast 
Point chert road between the limits of At- 
lanta and those of Oakland City. The dis- 
tance is only 1,600 feet, but the opposition 
which has been aroused over it has caused 
one of the stubbornest contests that has 
ever occurred in the meetings of the county 
board. 

There are a large number of citizens fa- 
voring the petition and these have shown 
as much determination to have the car line 
as those opposed to it have shown to stop 
its construction. At the recent injunction 
hearing Lefore Judge Candler an affidavit 
was offered in which Anthony Murphy, who 
owns the property along the chert road for 
the 1,600 feet in question, stated that he 
would give a private right of way off of his 
frontage, provided the county commission- 


| 


ers did not grant a right of way over the 
road. 

The court has refused to enjoin the city 
of Oakland from granting a franchise on 
the road within its limits and has sustained 
the charter of the town in its effort to 
‘grant a franchise. It is now certain that 
the Consolidated will build its line along the 
route of the chert road as far as Fort Mc- 
pherson. 

An interesting situation has arisen in the 
county board about the right of way over 
the chert road for the 1,600 feet between the 
two cities. Vice Chairman Rosser, at the 
last session, after a vote by the board dis- 
qualifying Chairman Palmer, said he would 
rule that Judge Palmer could not vote on 
the question of granting a franchise to the 
Consolidated along the chert road. 

Vice Chairman Rosser was placed in the 
chair and he will have to preside over the 
deliberations of the board affecting this 
particular petition. 

In this event the board will have four 
members upon it and it is thought that they 
are equally dfvided upon the question of 
granting a franchise along the chert road.

Reperted Purchase of the Florida Central 


Is Quite Possible. 
IT WOULD SUPPLY THE LINK 


One Extension Would Have To Be 
Built to Columbia.

The Georgia and Alabama Would Be

Williams a Richmond Man.

The report published in Sunday’s Consti- 
tutioon to the effect that the Seaboard Air- 
Line had purchased or ‘was about to buy 
the Florida Central and Peninsular rail- 
road, attracted a great deal of attention. 
No one could say how much truth there 
was in the report, which came out from 
Richmond, but it was not considered im- 
probable, 

The same people who own the Seaboard 
also control the Georgia and Alabama.

These two systems are widely separated. 
Nor does the Seaboard touch the Florida 
Central, but it crosses the Florida Central 
near Savannah. 

‘By building from Cheraw or some other 
point in South Carolina, the Geaboard 
could connect with the Florida Central at 
Savannah, and all three properties would 
be in touch with each other. Cheraw is 
about seventy-five miles from Columbia. 
The Seaboard gets nearer to Columbia than 
that, but a link from Cheraw would make 
the shortest through line over the Seaboard 
to Savannah and Florida. 

The Plorida Central is a system of 800 
miles, or thereabouts. It extends from Co- 
lumbia to Savannah, Jacksonville, Fernan- 
dina, Tampa and a number of other points 
in Florida. That state is not considered 
to be a very good one for railroads, but 
if the Florida Central was ina system with 
the Georgia and Alabama and the Sea- 
board, both would give it traffic—one from 
the west and the other from the south. 
Then the Georgia and Alabama would give 
the Seaboard a line to south Georgia. As 
the Seaboard and the Georgia and Alabama 
ston’ now, they cannot work together, but 
with a connecting link by way of Columbia 
Menace WE Vesssiadd, Wie Laree wouid form a sys- 
tem ‘occupying a very good position for 
business. ¢ 

Evidently there was something more than 
imagination for the report sent out from 
Richmond. Gome significant things have 
occurred recently, but how far negotia- 
tons have gone, is a secret. It is now un 
derstood that the Williams syndicate had 
closed the deal for the Hoffman interest 
in the Seaboard some time before the pub- 
lic announcement was made, 

It may be that in the case of the Florida 
Central, the Williams syndicate has se- 
cured an option on the controlling stock, 
or even made the purchase.. 

Mr. Williams lives in Richmond. He is 
about thirty-eight years old. His father 
was a banker and broker, and the son f6l- 
lowed the same business. About two years 
ago he published an article on finance which 
attracted the attention of capitalists 
throughout the country. This gave him an 
introduction to the financiers of the north, 
and his judgment and shrewdness won the.r 
confidence. He is now in a position to 
command all the capital he is likely to 
need in carrying out his plans, even though 
they include the construction of a new rail- 
road. 

The best information obtainable from 
Baltimore and Richmond, ‘where the con- 
trolling interest in the Seaboard and the 
Georgia and Alabama is held, is that there 
wili be no change in the management of 
the Seaboard. The steady growth which 
the company has made under Vice Presi- 
dent St. John’s regime is said to have been 
one of the chief reasons which induced the 
syndicate to buy.

A HOUSE WILL BE SECURED 


Temporary Home Will Be Established 
as Soon as Possible.

OBJECTS OF THE HOME ARE THREEFOLD 


Each Member of Association Pledged 
To Bring at Least Three Members 
to the Next Meeting. 


Additional impetus was given the move- 
ment to establish a home for working wo- 
men in the city at the meeting of the Wo- 
man’s Co-operative Association, held yes- 
terday morning in the rooms of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association.

A number of plans were 
discussed by members present and a com- 
mittee was appointed to secure a suitable 
building as near as possible to the center 
of town for the temporary working wo- 
man’s home.

At the meeting yesterday each member 
present pledged herseif to bring at least 
three new members to the next meeting and 
it is probable that during the week a large 
numer will join the organization. At 
present the association has a membership 
list which is said to be quite as large, if 
not larger, than any similar organization 
in the south, and one of its chief objects 
is to have all its members active ones. 
The association was originally organized 
to establish a home for working women in 
Atlanta and a movement was put on foot 
to that end, but at a meeting held jast 
week -it was decided that there were press- 
ing needs for such a home to be put in 
operation at once, and at the suggestion of 
one of the members the association 
concluded to establish a temporary , home 
and begin work immediately. 

A cail was then made for 500 new mem- 
bets, as it was estimated that the amount 
of money to be collected by the organiza- 
tion in the way of dues from this number 
would be sufficient to make the movement 
a@ success. A hearty response was made 
to the call and a latge number of new 
members were added to the membership list 
of the organization. 

It was decided that the association would 
not limit its membership, but would accept 
as many active members as wished to 
join, and it is _probabie that in the near 
future the association will have a very 
large number connected with it. The dues 


it is expected that the total amount to be 
derived from this source will be sufficient 
to keep the temporary home running until 
the permanent ‘home is built. 

Object of Home Threefold. 

There will be three departments in the 
home, and each will receive the same at- 
tention as the other. The industrial 
training school will be open to all appli- 
cants, and they will be taught the many 
duties of the housekeeper. They will be 
instructed in the cutting and fitting of 
dresses, cooking and laundry work. 

Suitable teachers will conduct these class- 
es, and one of the chief objects of the in- 
stitution is to instruct young girls in the 
proper manner of conducting a home. At 
the end of a specified term, members of 
this department will be accorded certifi- 
cates by the association, attesting the 
graduate’s ability to take charge of a 
household. 

It is also expected that classes in ste- 
nography and typewriting will be organ- 
ized after the home has been put in work- 
ing order, and several experts have al- 
ready signified their intention of offering 
their services free to teach these branches 
of study. One benevolent person has offer- 
ed the home a piano and instrumental mus- 
lec may also become one of the studies to 
be pursued, 

4 department for aged women will also 
be set aside at the home, and it is ex- 
pected that it will accomplish qa great 
amount of g¢ood among the old women of 
the city who are unable to do anything 
to help themselves, They will be pro- 
vided with comfortable quarters and wil] 
be looked after by members of the asso- 
ciation in charge, : 

It is estimated that there ar many old 
women in Atlanta without frignds or rela- 
tives who are in need of assistance 
that could be given by such a home, 

The third department of the home wil] 
the boarding feature for working women.
